Ía its fiftieth anniversary issue (Jan- 
uary 1, 1955) The Booklist reviewed its 
half-century of growth and development, 
and pledged its continuing efforts to 
“maintain and improve The Booklist as a 
reliable and indispensable aid to book 
selection, a publication by and for librar- 
ians.” At the same time, and in the same 
spirit, the Subscription Books Bulletin was 
celebrating 25 years of equally distin- 
guished service as a buying guide to sub- 
scription and reference books. In evidence 
of their common desire to ‘improve their 
services to you, these complementary 
ALA. aids to book selection have com- 
bined publication, beginning with this 
issue, under the title: The Booklist and 
Subscription Books Bulletin. 

The decision to combine was made in 
this way: when it was proposed that the 
two publications be merged, the question 
was referred to you, the subscribers. A 
post-card questionnaire was sent to oneg,- 
out of every ten of you; of those who re- 
sponded 80 per cent favored a merger, and 
many of you added the proviso that the 
new publication should maintain the qual- 
ity and scope for which both The Booklist 
and the SubscMption Books Bulletin were 
noted in their respective fields, Interpret- 
ing your responsesas an endorsement of 
the merger and of the established aims, 
patidies, and procegyres of both publica- 
tions, the A.L.A. Execitive Board, in ses- 
sion at the Miami Beach Conference; ~ 
voted to merge the t®ov_periodicals. ° 

By linking the two titles together the 
new publication signifies its intention of 
retaining the different but compatible aims 
and procedures responsible for the unique- ° 
ness of each of the former publications. A 
review of these aims and procedures is in 
order here. , 

The Booklist, “published Sgmnimonthly, is 
vie its founders designed it in 1905, a 
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books. Since the emphasis is on currency 


„and selectiveness, The Booklist does not 


hold books for comparison with others on 
the same ‘subject, nor does it attempt to 
make of each issue a balanced list. 

Publishers send their books automati- 
cally, as they do to other recognized re- 
view media; The Booklist takes the initia- 
tive only when it wishes to be placed on a 
new publisher’s list, or when the flow of 
books from established firms is inter- 
rupted. (The Booklist does request gal- 
leys for books it may want to list in ad- 
vance of publication date, either because 
they give promise of outstanding quality 
or immediate mterest, or because they 
will be in demand on publication date. No 
children’s books are reviewed from gal- 
leys.) . 

To aid them in their selection of books 
to be reviewed, The Booklist staff solicit 
through weekly lists the opinions of a 
group of cooperating librarians through- 
out the country. These librarians, who 
are engaged in book selection for all age 
groups in libraries of various sizes and 
types, comment on the books and their 
suitability for library use. 

The staff reads and evaluates the books, 


“selects the titles to be included, and writes 


the annotations. ‘ 

A listing in The Booklist constitutes a 
recommendation for library purchase— 
general library purchase, unless the anno- 
tation points out limitations in interest or 
use. 

In additton to itsymajor function of 
keeping subscribers informed about cur- 
rent books, The Booklist offers help *with 
the purchasing of , pamphlets, books

The Subscription Books Bulletin, until 


* now a quarterly, contains analytical, de- 
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tailed reviews of books or sets sold by the 
subscription method, and other reference 
books of a general nature. , 4 
Although thé publishing details and the 
correspondence Of the Subscription Books 


Bulletin are handled by an assistant in — 


the A.L.A. Publishing Department, the 
reviews themselves are prepared by the 
Subscription Books Committee, a volun- 
tary group of 30 to 35 librarians who work 
with reference books in all types of libra- 
ries, representing many subject interests 
and many geographic areas. 


Unlike The Booklist, the Subscription ) 


Books Bulletin receives only those books 
which the Committee chairman selects for 
review on the basis of publishers’ an- 
nouncements, inquiries from librarians, 
suggestions from the Committee’s mem- 
bership, and similar sources. A work 
selected is assigned to a single committee 
member, who examines it minutely and 
writes a review covering every important 
feature of the work. This review is sub- 
jected to Committee criticism and to re- 
vision until it represents the judgment of 
the Committee as a whole. 

Every review in the Subscription Books 
Bulletin contains the statement “recom- 
mended” or “not recommended,” frequent- 
ly with qualifications. 

In the new Booklist and Subscription 
Books Bulletin you will find no change in 
the quality of The Booklist’s annotations 
or the Subscription Books Bulletin’s re- 
views, since there will be no change in the 
procedures outlined above. There will be 
one important difference: it will no longer 
be necessary to hold Subscription Books 
Bulletin reviews for a quarterly publica- 
tion date; instead it will now be possible 
to publish them in the semimonthly issues 


‘of the combined publicatian. 


Beginning with this issue the combined 
publication will be sent to all of you who 
have unexpired subscriptions to either 
The Booklist or the Subscription Books 
Bulletin; if you have been subscribing to 
both you will receive two copies. For all 
new subscriptions the price will be $6.00 
per year, formerly the cost of The Booklist 
alone. 

We hopé you are pleased: with this first 
issue. Your coniments—and your sub- 
scriptions—will tell us whether or not we 
are continuing to give you the book selec-

The Complete Dictionary of Abbreviations. 
[By] Robert J. Schwartz. New York, 
Thomas Y. Crowell Co., [c1955]. 211p.

The Complete Dictionary of Abbrevia- 
tions contains, according to the book jack- 
et, 25,000 abbreviations and their equiva- 
lents arranged alphabetically for ready 
reference. Compiler Robert J. Schwartz 
edited the Dictionary of Busmess and In- 
_dustry, published in 1954 by Forbes. 

There is no introduction or preface to 
indicate the scope of this compilatioa. 
However, it includes common abbreviated 
expressions and abbreviations in the spe- 
cial fields of business, law, science, educa- 
tion, music, geography, Army, Navy, for- 
eign phrases, United States government, 
religion,’ ffaternal orders, stock market, 
book trade, shipping, medicine, and phar- 
macy. Under each letter combination ene 
or more equivalents are given. 
~ Abbreviations include stock ticker let- 
vers for companies@isted on the American 
Stock Exchange and the New York Stock 
Exchange, e.g, BVA, “. .. Bulova Watch 
l Company (NYSE)”; GPP, “Great North- 


ern Paper Company (ASE).”  Abbrevia- ae 


tions for the names of railroads and rail--, 


road car marks are given for large com- 
panies, e.g, MHTX, “Mangels, Herold 
Company, Inc. (private car rr mark).” In 
some cases, a parenthetical indication of 
the field or subject is added for clarifica- 
tion, and in many cases foreign language 
equivalents are indicated, e.g., o a, “among 
others (onder andere-Dutch); and others 
(og annet-Norwegian); over all (meas- 
urement).” There are abbreviations for 
Shakespearean plays and Shakespearean 
characters; there are Latin abbreviations 
for some medical, pharmaceutical and 
legal terms, and for academic degrees. 
Abbreviations for large American univer- 
sities, some foreign universities, and some 
American colleges are included. First let- 
ters of scores of organizational names ap- 
pear: scientific, professional, religious, 
fraternal, industrial, labor, educational, 
civic, recreational and general. 

Abbreviations in the major portion of 
the book are arranged, three columns to 
a page, in alphabetical order. Letter com- 
binations in lower case precede those in 
upper case type; numbers are arranged as 
though spelled out, except subscript num- 
bers which are disregarded. Periods are 
usually omitted. Abbreviations, in bold- 
faced: type, overhang the columns of 
equivalents, making them easy to find 
despite excessively small print. 

A 17-page Appendix includes tables of 
signs and symbols; the Braille alphabet 
and numerals; Roman numerals; proof- 
readers’ marks; Greek, German, Russian, 
Hebrew alphabets, and abbreviations in 
Greek, Russian and Hebrew. Two tables 
appear without headings; a printed cor- 
rection slip indicates that they are: “Let- 
ter Symbols for Chemical Engineering” 
and “Abbreviations for Scientific and En- 
gineering Terms.”

the abbreviation for “Justice” may appear 
as “J” or “Jus” or “Just”; J is the only 
form included here by Mr. Schwartz. In 
fact, abbreviations which were given in 
his earlier Dictionary of Business and In- 
dustry fail to appear here, e.g.: CF, cen- 
trifugal force; c/f, carried forward; C.G., 
Ceast Guard; Ch, chief clerk; CH, choke; 
CH, case hardened. 


Omissions are baffling because of their 
apparent inconsistency. For example, MC, 
Medical Corps, is included, “DC,” Dental 
Corps, is not; imp.bu, Imperial bushel, 
but not “imp gal,” Imperial gallon; ah, 
hypermetropic astigmatism, but not “am,” 
myopic astigmatism; Sc, Strato-cumulus, 
but not “Ce,” Cirro-cumulus, or “Fe,” 
Fracto-cumulus. Some labor unions are 
included, e.g., JUUCLGW, International 
Union, United Cement, Lime & Gypsum 
Workers, BCWIUA, Baking & Confection- 
International Union of 
America, UGCCWA, United Gas, Coke 
and Chemical Workers of America; sorme 
are not, eg., Distillery, Rectifying and 
Wine Workers International Union of 
America, United Furniture Workers of 
America, Electrical Radid and Machine 
Workers, International Union. 


There is only a single entry for organ- 
izations beginning “American Associa- 
tion,” whereas morethan 200 organizations 
“National Association” are in- 
cluded. There is noj one “American Acad- 
emy of” listing; only the American Bar 
Association and American Booksellers 
Association are listed under the letter 
combination ABA. Yet a check with the 
United States Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestie Commerce publication National 
Associations of the United States (1949) 
reveals that more than €0@ organizations 
and industréas have lettar combinations 
falling within the large block of Ittterg 
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AA to ACL, to which a space of less thane 
two columns has been allotted in the St 


Complete Dictionary. It is in this section, 
too, that omissions of important abbre- 
viations in general and specialized fields 
appear; e.g.: “aa,” always afloat; “aar,” 
against all risks; “AB,” Air Base; ‘abs,” 
absent; “abt,” about; “abstr,” abstract; 
“AC,” Air Corps; ‘AAF,” Army Air 
Forces; ete., ete. Considering the breadth 
of coverage throughout the remaining 193 
pages, the gaps within this block of letters 
are wide and serious. 


Late usage is included in the book: 


comparison with Websters New Inter- 
national Dictionary, 1955, shows abbre- 
viations in the “Addenda” to be covered. 
Some random terms in current use do not 
appear: “SCUBA,” self-contained under- 
water breathing apparatus; “BEM,” Bug- 
eyed monsters; “HBD,” and “DWI,” com- 
mon police parlance for “had been drink- 
ing” and “driving while intoxicated.” V1 
and V2 (bombs) are included, but let- 
ters used to differentiate between United 
States military plane types are omitted: 
“A,” attack; “B,” bomber; “C,” cargo; 
“FE,” fighter; “P,” patrol; “T,” trainer; 
“X,” experimental. 

The book is attractively bound, blue 
with gold lettering; gutter margins are 
narrower than desirable for rebinding. 
The very small type, undoubtedly chosen 
to keep the book light in weight and easy 
to handle, as well as less expensive, is 
sharp and clear, but it is also exception- 
ally small and trying to the eyes. 

Although this volume is comprehensive 
in its inclusion of many subject fields, and 
undoubtedly brings together into one 
volume much material that would other- 
wise need to be searched out from several 
sources, its usefulness is seriously im- 
paired by the number and gravity of its 
omissions. It is not the definitive work 
represented either by the title or by the 
publisher’s claims. The Complete Diction-

Titles in this volume were chosen by 
the author on the basis that a play should 
provide entertainment, enlightenment, or 
exaltation. In this Guide, 683 plays by 311 
authors are given separate treatment 
while a number of other plays are men- 
tioned incidentally. Arrangement is alpha- 
betical by author, with titles of plays of 
each author arranged chronologically. 
“For each play chosen, information on the 
following is provided: (1) Name of au- 
thor, his country, dates, ete. (2) A brief 
synopsis. (3 Important aspects of the 
play’s history ... (4) Analysis of sig- 
nificant aspects of the play. (5) Opinions 
of critics and reviewers. (6) Prominent 
players that have acted in the play.” 


Length of individual articles averages 
about one page; a few occupy less than a 
page and a few, for the more important 
plays such as Medea, Faust and Hamlet, 
occupy from three to five pages. 

Prefatory Notes include: acknowledg- 
ments, listing five books on drama which 
are the sources of many quotations in 
the text identified by author only; a list 
of 46 New York drama critics with the 
names of their papers and dates of their 
service with each; a very brief glossary of 
theatrical terms employed in the book 
(27 entries including six see references). 

The author has been drama critic for 
the New Leader since 1922. He received 
the doctorate from Columbia University 
in 1931, has taught literary criticism and 
drama, is a member and past president of 
New York Drama Critics Circle. He is 
editor or author of several books in the 
field of literature published by Philoso- 
phical Library. 

The title Guide to Great Plays, with 
varying dates, has appeared among Ship- 
ley’s works in the last three editions of 
_ Who’s Who in America, but no evidence 
of publication of an earlier edition could 
be found. Publishers’ Trade List Annual, 
1953 and 1954 list it as “in preparation.” 
It appears in Publishers’ Trade List An- 
nual, 1955, dated 1955 and priced at $7.50

Drury’s Guide to Best Plays includes

~ ternational Who’s Who, 1951 or 1954. 
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Information in the six categories listed 
above is faithfully included in the infor- 
mal narrative about each play, along with 
the author’s own comments, but there is 
no fixed order of presentation. This infor- 
mality adds to enjoyment of the reading, 
but is a deterrent to reference use of the 
book. 

Much use is made of direct quotations 
from critics and thes2 are credited in 
various ways. Many are introduced by 
some such statement as “Thus R. Dana 
Skinner, in the New York Times (May 17, 
1931), observed . . .” Quotations intro- 
duced thus: “Alan Dale (November 1, 
1893) found it...” can be identified by 
referring to the list of drama critics in the 
preface to find with what paper Dale was 
connected in 1893.

except for such changes as one word left 
out, punctuation changed and in one case 
grammar corrected. Also one case was 
noted where an actor’s name was mis- 
spelled although it was correct in the 
original. In no case was the sense altered. 

Neither the author’s prefatory notes 
nor the publisher’s note in the book speak 
of it as a reference book, but the publicity 
sheet claims that it is “especially valuable 
as an authoritative reference handbook.” 
Nevertheless, as a reference book it has 
shortcomings. In most cases where state- 
ments were checked with other authori- 
ties they were found to be substantially 


correct and accurate enough for the pur- ` 


poses of the theatergoer and televiewer. 
But enough inaccuracies were noted to 
make the book a doubtful authority where 
absolute accuracy is required. It is likely 
that most of these grew out of typograph- 
ical errors, as is certainly true where one 
author’s dates are given as 1167-1723. For 
example, John Masefield’s birth date is 
given as 1875 while six other authorities 
agree upon 1878 and Eugene O’Neill’s 
dates are given as 1888-1954 although his 
death actually occurred in 1953. Other 
errors noted were in authors’ dates, spell- 
ing of a few names and ordinary typo- 
graphical errors such as “came” for 
“same,” 

It is regrettable that a book that brings 
together so much information is inade- 
quately indexed. The index is made up of 
play titles only. There are no cross ref- 
erences or index references to joint au- 
thors, composers, pseudonyms or other 
variant names of authors. The selections 
from such well-known collaborators as 
Beaumont and Fletcher and Gilbert. and 
Sullivan appear under one name only 
with no cross reference or index reference 
from the other. The plays of a number 
of authors are listed under pseudonym 
with no reference from the real name. A 


number of musical plays are included, but ` 


there is no direct reference to the com- 
posers. Likewise the tremendous amount 
of information about actors and actresses, 
theaters and producers, critics, trans- 
lators and various authors using the same 
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-themes is not indexed. 


_ The format is only fair. Type is legible, 


but inking is uneven. Paper is adequate. 
The blue cloth binding with gold letter- 
ing is attractive, but obviously not very 
durable, as the binding of the review 
copy shows considerable;wear from ordi- 
nary contacts with the desk during prep- 
aration of the review. . 

Because of the large and representative 
selection of plays and the wealth of infor- 
maticn and comment about them that is 
presented in a very readable style by a 
critic long in close contact with the 
theater, Guide to Great Plays is recom- 
mended for informal home use and for 
libraries that need it for their general 
collections. The varying arrangement of 
material in the articles, the lack of ade- 
‘ quate indexing and certain inaccuracies 
detract from its usefulness as a reference 
book.

All of them, ac- 
cording to the editor’s note, have - had 
considerable practical experience, many 
as teachers and lecturers. The articles are 
not signed and there is no bibliography. 
Acknowledgment is given to various 
British sources for assistance and illustra- 
tipns. i 

Some . 4000 entries are included, with 
over 800 black-and-white line cuts. Be- 
cause of the length of time required in 
preparation, it is stated, the text was com- 
pletely revised before going to press. En- 
tries are printed in all capitals, arranged 
alphabetically letter by letter, irrespec- 
tive of hyphenation and compound terms. 


Cross references are printed in small capi- . 


tals. The text is arranged two columns to 
the page. ` ° 

The amount of information under each 
entry varies from a phrase, to several 
lines (with a cross reference to a longer 
article), to a basic article of seven or eight 
pages. A few examples of the latter type 
are: Iron and Steel (8 pages), Drainage 
(7 pages), Arghifecture (5 pages), Level- 
ling (8 pages), Roadmaking (5 pages), 


Site Planning (8 pages), Plumber’s Tools 
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, (7 pages), Plastics (11, pages! Prefabri- 


cation (7 pages), Brick (8 pages). The 
Prefabrication article includes a picture of 
the American T.V.A. house, also the 
Hobart Welded Steel House. 


An unusual feature is the grouping of 
illustrations of tools according to crafts 
or operations they concern, e.g., Brick- 
laying Tools, Plumber’s Tools, Carpenter’s 
and Joiner’s Tools, Masonry Tools. 


Numerous evidences of British origin 
are seen in references to laws, govern- 
ment bodies, materials, money, standards, 
and practices. The following articles are 
examples: Building Acts, By-Laws and 
Regulations; London Building Regula- 
tions; Rural Authority; Assize; Aberdeen 
Granite; Borough Surveyor; Ventilation 
and Air Conditioning; Code of Practice; 
Rack Rent; Bankruptcy; Telephone; In- 
dustrial Injury; Sewerage. Central Heat- 
ing is defined as “Attainment and main- 
tenance of predetermined temperatures 
in the various rooms of a building by 
heat-emitting apparatus fed from a cen- 
tral boiler house. Such schemes often in- 
clude the provision of domestic hot-water 
supply from a plant in the same central 
boiler house. See HEATING AND VENTILA- 
TION.” A Penthouse is a “Small structure, 
such as a shed or outhouse, attached to 
the wall of a main building or erected qn 
a flat roof; also a roof sloping away from a 
main wall and forming a shelter. In the 
United States of America the term signi- 
fies a dwelling house on the roof of a sky- 
scraper.” 


Some comparison may be made between 
the encyclopaedia and the Architectural 
and Building Trades Dictionary, by 
Arthur E. Burke and others (Chicago: 
American Technical Society, 1950). The 
British book contains 134 entries in the 
A’s to 326 for the American book, and 455 
entries in S, as against 602 S entries in 
the American book. Many of the articles 
in the British book are, of course, much 
longer than the generally brief definitions 
in ‘Burke. The latter, being a dictionary, 
although generously illystrated, congjsts 
of many small, specific entries. Each book 


contains terms not found in the other. 

The system of cross references leav 
something to be desired. One must fa- 
miliarize himself with the system in order 
to use the book profitably. Some peculiar- 
ities may be cited. The brief entry Elec- 
trical Installation refers to the longer 
article Installation Methods, but not to 
Wiring System. There is no entry under 
electric wiring, or any cross reference 
from this to the headings used. Wiring 
System refers also to Cable and Installa- 
tion Methods. There are long articles on 
Painting and Decorating, Paperhanging, 
Plastering, but none on plumbing. There 
is an article on Plumbers Tools, on the 
trade of the Plumber; and a brief note on 
Plumbing Fittings, but the subject of 
plumbing is covered under various head- 
ings such as Drainage, Siphonic Basin, 
Mechanical Core. There is an article 
Woodworking Machinery, but no separate 
entries under sanding and mortising ma- 
chines, drills, drill press, saws, lathes, 
planing or planers, or any cross reference 
from these topics to the main article. 

The print is legible, margins are ample 
for rebinding, and the whole effect is rea- 
sonably attractive. Binding is red cloth 
with black and gold stamping on the spine. 
Paper is smooth English finish. The head- 
ings at the top of the columns are in small 
bold-faced capitals. 

There is a real need for more reference 
books on the building trades, It is unfor- 
tunate for American users that this one 
was written for British readers. Although 
not the ideal one-volume encyclopedia, 
it contains much information for its size, 
but only the experienced architect or 
builder can judge accurately how much of 
this is up to date by American standards 
and applicable to our practices. The work 
is valuable, of course, as a source of Brit- 
ish information. The Modern Building 
Encyclopaedia is recommended for tech-

less experienced technicians, and stu- 
dents, however, is limited.

Although this work is called Encyclo- 


. pedia of Jazz, it is not an encyclopedia in 


the acct ated sense of the word. The major 
portion is devoted to biographical sketches, 
while the various subjects and terms con~ 
nected with jazz are covered in two gen- 
eral articles. 

The statement is made by the publishers 
that this is the only book of its kind and 
teat it presents for the first time the 
“whole exciting world of jazz,” that it is 
intended for everyone who wants to know 
about jazz and can be enjoyed as a reading 
experience and as an ‘encyclopedia of 
events. 

The author, Leonard Feather, is known 
as a composer, author, and recording art- 
ist in the field of jazz. He has been a con- 
tributor to Esquire, New York Times, 
Down Beat, and Metronome and is the 
author of Inside Be-Bop, published in 
1949. In gathering material for this work 
he has had assistance from other authori- 
ties whom he mentions in acknowledg- 
ment. 

The Encyclopedia is primarily a bio- 
graphical work; but the main section ‘is 
pregeded by SA,Brief History of Jazz,” 
which “is intended to be a reference guide 
to thé most important names, events and

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dates,” and the article “What is Jazz? A 
Musical Analysis.” Unfortunately, the 
subject matter is net indexed, and in order 
to locate specific information, e.g., an ex- 
planation of bop or boogie woogie, one 
must read the articles carefully. Near the 
end of the book there is a “Glossary of 
Terms Used by Jazz Musicians,” but the 
definitions given are brief, and the entries 
for bop and boogie woogie refer one also 
(without page numbers) to the above ar- 
ticles, terming them “historical section” 
and “technical section.” 

The two articles mentioned above are 
written in a serious but readable style, 
which avoids the use of the popular jazz 
idiom. The musical analysis, illustrated 
with 12 musical examples, might prove 
difficult reading for anyone totally igno- 
rant of harmony, but it presents the tech- 
nical information in a clear and logical 
manner. If both articles had been ar- 
ranged in topical form, they would have 
served better as the reference guides the 
author intended them to be. 

The 1065 biographies of jazz musicians, 


which are printed in double columns, oc- 
cupy 258 of the 360 pages of The Encyclo-' 
pedia of Jazz. They vary in length from 
four lines to approximately two pages (for 
the article on Duke Ellington). Mr. Feath- 

er states in the “Introduction to Biogra- 

phies” that the jazz scene has fluctuated 

so much in recent years that many of the 

choices had to be more or less arbitrary, 
but that no lastingly important artist of 
any jazz school who had made his mark 
by early 1955 has been omitted. Some 
names which are found in Panassié’s Dic- 

tionnaire du Jazz (Paris: Laffont, 1954) 

have been omitted here, but they are in 
general of musicians of the New Orleans 

jazz era while Mr. Feather emphasizes the 
newer schools which have not been so well 

covered elsewhere. 

The biographical sketches are arranged 
alphabetically by the musician’s legal 
name, followed by any other name associ- 
ated with him, e.g., Terry, Dan (Daniel 
Kostraba) and Hunt, Walter “Pee Wee.” 
The only cross reference noted was: Carr, 
Joe “Fingers,” “see Busch, Louis F.” 

Information is given in abbreviated 
form, and always in the same order: medi- 
um (instrument, singer, arranger), place 
and date of birth, important associations, 
awards, sometimes favorites indicated by 
“Fav.” or “Fav. own rec.,” and the long- 
playing records on which he can be heard, 
often listed by number only. The musi- 
cian’s address is given at the end if he is 
permanently settled. In the cases of more 
important musicians there is some discus- 
sion of the nature and quality of their 
work. The biographical information, diffi- 
cult to check for the many young jazz art- 
ists, agrees with the biographical data for 
the arrangers who appear in The ASCAP 
Biographical Dictionary of Composers, 
Authors, and Publishers, 1952, and for the 
musicians who were checked in Esquire’s 
Jazz Book, 1945. In both cases the infor- 
mation in the Encyclopedia is the more. 
detailed. 

The biographical section is the impor- 
tant part of this work, but there are other 
features which add to its usefulness. The 
most attractive of these is the collection 
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, of 200 photographs of individual musicians 
and of famous jazz groups such as “The 
Original Dixieland Jazz Band in London, 
1919.” The illustrations are in black and 
white, photo offset, and come from the 
files of jazz periodicals or the collections 
of artist photographers. The plates are 
arranged in six 16-page inserts, paged 
with the text, but with no attempt to cor- 
relate them with the subject matter. There 
is an index of the illustrations following 
the table of contents. 


Immediately preceding the biographical 
section are two highly selective lists of 
jazz musicians; “Hall of Fame,” the five 
most important figures in the history of 
jazz, to date, as chosen by ten critics; and 
“Giants of Jazz,” the ten (or fewer) most 
important names in jazz up to 1950 in each 
medium. There are a list of abbreviations 
and a “Glossary of Terms Used by Jazz 
Musicians’ which makes only the claim 
that the terms in it were in current use in 
1955. The inclusion of ephemeral slang in 
a glossary intended to be of more than 
current interest is questionable. One illus- 
tration, hep, “adj. Obsolete among musi- 
cians. See Hip,” shows the constant 
change in the use of expressions. Of the 
120 terms defined, only 66 refer directly 
to music and are the only ones that seem 
important to this work. 


Other special features of the work are 
a list of jazz organizations, with descrip- 
tions and addresses, a list of jazz record 
companies, with addresses, a “Basic Col- 
lection of Jazz Records,” listed chronologi- 
cally, the cost of which would total about 
$160, and a selective bibliography of books 
and periodicals either in print or easily 
available in libraries. Of questionable 
value are the separate list of musicians 
arranged by birthday, intended as an aid 
_ to television and radio program directors, 
and the “Directory of Biographies” which 
occupies the lower half of each page of the 
. general index. 

The Encyclopedia is attractive in ap- 
pearance, bound in black cloth, with red 
and gold foil used for lettering and deco- 
ration. The paper is of good quality and 
the print is readily legible, the lines well 


spaced for comfortable reading. 

The Encyclopedia of Jazz, while not en- 
cyclopedic in scope, and not entirely satis- 
factory as a reference guide to the subject 
of jazz, provides the most complete and 
up-to-date biographical dictionary of jazz 
musicians available. The general articles 
on history and form are well written and 
authoritative, the biographical facts ac- 
curate, and the volume is attractively 
illustrated and bound.

The New Century Handbook of English 
Literature. Edited by Clarence L. Barn- 
hart, with the assistance of William D. 
Halsey. New York, Appleton-Century-

This volume is described by the pub- 
lishers as “the first completely new guide 
or handbook to English Literature to ap- 
pear in over twenty years.” According to 
the Preface it “seeks to answer those ques- 
tions about English writers, works of liter- 
ature, characters from works of literature, 


. and various related (but not necessarily 


English) items which are most likely to 
be raised by modern American readers of 
English literature.” 

The editor of The New Century Hand- 
book of English Literature, Clarence L. 
Barnhart, is well-known in the field of 
lexicography having edited such diction- 
aries as the Thorndike Century Junior 
Dictionary, American College Dictionary, 
Thorndike-Barnhart Comprehensive Desk 
Dictionary, and the Dictionary of United 
States Army Terms. He was the editor of 
the New Century Cyclopedia of Names, 
also with the assistance of William D. Hal- 
sey. The Preface to the present volume 
states that the work of many of the schol- 
ars and specialists who aided in the mak- 
ing of The New Century Cyclopedia was 
available in the preparation of this book. 
A comparison of entries in e portions 
of the alphabet in The New Century Hand- 
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book with similar portions in the New 
Century Cyclopedia of Names reveals that 


more than half of the entries so checked 
are substantially the same. 

According to the Preface, material for 
inclusion in The New Century Handbook 
was selected by consulting “the most re- 
cent editions of such standard college text- 
books as A Literary History of England, 
edited by Albert C. Baugh. .., A History 
of English Literature, edited by Hardin 
Craig... , History of English Literature, 
by Wiliam M. Moody and Robert M. Lov- 
ett... , and other works of a more spe- 
cialized nature. Of the more than 14,000 
entries in the entire book, approximately 
4,000 have been selected as a result of a 
detailed analysis of these standard text- 
books. These 4,000 represent a basic list 
of items, especially from the standpoint of 
the American reader.” 

All entries in The New Century Hand- 
book are arranged in a single alphabetical 
list. Main entries, including numerous 
cross references, are in bold-faced type. 
Pronunciations are given for all entries 
except those which are common and do 
not present difficulties. There are two 
columns to a page. 

As a means of checking comprehensive- 
ness of scope, The New Century Handbook 
was compared with the Oxford Companion 
to English Literature, third edition (Lon- 
don: Oxford, 1946). Under the letter A, 
1383 entries were counted in The New 
Century Handbook; 849 entries were 
counted in the Oxford Companion, A sim- 
ilar check made for the letter L showed 
that there were 885 entries in The New 
Century Handbook and 665 in the Oxford 
Companion. 

Some names and terms received fuller 
treatment in The New Century Handbook 
than in the Oxford Companion. For ex- 
ample, The New Century Handbook has 
more than five and one-half columns on 
Elizabeth I and approximately two col- 
umns on Elizabethan Age. The Ozford 
Companion has a one-line entry for Eliza- 
beth I which gives only the dates of her 
reign and a three-line entry for Elizabeth- 
an Literature. : 


Again, in The New Century Handbook 
Uriah Heep is identified as follows: “In 
Dickens’ David Copperfield, Mr. Wick- ° 
field’s swindling clerk and partner. He is 
a cadaverous, red-haired, ostentatiously 
humble hypocrite. His name has come to 
have general use in describing a hypocrite 
of his type.” Uriah Heep is also described 
in the entry for David Copperfield. In the 
Oxford Companion Uriah Heep is identi- 
fied simply as a character in Dickens’ 
David Copperfield with a reference to the 
entry for the novel where a fuller identi- 
fication of the character is made. 

The Oxford Companion, on the other 
hand, identifies the Daily Courant, the 
Daily News, and the Daily Telegraph. The 
New Century Handbook has an entry for 
the Daily Courant, but none for the other 
two newspapers. Another interesting» 
omission in The New Century Handbook 
is the term “serendipity” which appears in 
current sociological literature as the 
“serendipity pattern.” The word is in- 
cluded in the Oxford Companion with ref- 
erence to its coinage by Horace Walpole. 

The Preface states that The New Cen- 
tury Handbook includes the great Irish 
writers, “Anglo-Americans,” Canadian, 
Australian and South African writers 
“who have become important to a consid- 
erable number of American readers.” 
There is no claim for inclusion of Ameri- 
can authors. Thus, names which appear in 
the Oxford Companion such as Ernest 
Hemingway, Dorothy Canfield Fisher, and 
Louis Untermeyer are not found in The 
New Century Handbook. Information as 
recent as 1954 and 1955 is supplied. The 
format of the book is excellent. The blue 
binding has a linen finish. Paper is Eng- 
lish finish, and the print is very clear. 
Gutter margins are slightly narrow, but 
the book is sturdily bound and reinforced 
with concealed muslin joints to withstand 
frequent reference use. 

The New Century Handbook of English 
Literature warrants the publishers’ claim 
for it as a useful tool for answering ques- 
tions about English writers, works of liter- 
ature, characters from works of lterature, 
and various related items. Throughout 
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' “In these days, when. we need all the giant voices of the past, it 
-is important that we should hear this voice, really having 
his say to us for the first time in four hundred years.”

A 
bookmark enclosed with the volume indi- 
cates that the set is sold on the volume-a~- 
week purchase plan. Several requests for 
complete review sets for the Subscription 
Books Committee have brought no re- 
sponse from the promoters, Premium 
Wares, Inc., of Brooklyn, New York. 

Preliminary pages of volume 1 state 
that the encyclopedia has been prepared 
and edited by the National Lexicographic 
Board of which Albert H. Morehead is 
Chairman and General Editor. The Na- 
tional Lexicographic Board, with offices in 


— New York City, prepares encyclopedias 


which are published by other organiza- 
tions. Other sets prepared and edited by 
this Board are the Illustrated Encyclo- 
pedia of Knowledge (see note in January 
1956 Subscription Books Bulletin) and the 
New Wonder Book Cyclopedia of World 
Knowledge (see review in July 1955 Sub-

Morehead is described in Who’s Who in 

America, 1956-1957, as the author of more 

than 60 books’ many of them on card 
_e 

games, more recently books in the area of 


- lexicography. 
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‘The’ first 50 pages of volume 1 of the 
Illustrated Home Library Encyclopedia 
and of the Illustrated Encyclopedia of 
Knowledge were compared and, with the 
exception of a few minor changes, were 
found to be identical. The bindings, how- 
ever, differed. 

The preliminary paging lists 104 Con- 
tributors and Consultants, many of whom 
are recorded in Who’s Who in America, 
1956-1957 and others in more specialized 
directories such as American Men of 
Science, ninth edition. The majority of the 
persons listed (71) are or have been con- 
nected with institutions of higher educa- 
tion. The remaining authorities are iden- 
tified in the listing as being connected with 
business organizations or government. The 
articles in volume 1 are not identified by 
contributor nor are any contributors or 
consultants related to any particular sub- 
ject coverage. 

A prefatory statement states that the 
encyclopedia is intended to serve the en- 
tire family, that it “sums up the world’s 
knowledge in words that are clear to ev- 
eryone—even to children.” 

In volume 1 there are by count approx- 
imately 249 separate articles on 245 pages. 
Longer treatment is given to some sub- 
jects (Actors and Actresses, five pages; 
Accounting, four and one-half pages; Ag- 
riculture, ten pages; Advertising, eight 
pages) but many articles are only a few 
lines. The longest article in volume 1, 
Africa, covers 16 pages, several of which 
are used for illustrations, and in which 
much of the stress is on the habits and 
customs of the natives of Africa and little 
attention is given to the emergent Africa 
of today. The latter may, however, be 
brought out in the treatment of individual 
countries not included alphabetically in 
this volume. 

Volume 1 of the Home Library has some 
40 personal name entries. Three are con- 
temporary figures (Aga Khan, Abd-el- 
Krim, and Konrad Adenauer). The article 
on Abd-el-Krim is relatively adequate, 
but the sketches of Adenauer and Aga 
Khan provide little factyal information. 
There are paragraph length descriptions 


of other subjects such as Aaron, Edwin. 
Austin Abbey, Abelard, and Achilles. The 
longest biography is of the Adams family 
and describes well-known members of all 
periods. A total of nine pages is devoted 
to John, John Quincy, and Samuel Adams. 

Articles on subjects of current interest 
such as Aircraft Carrier, Air Transporta- 
tion and Aluminum are included. These 
articles sometimes contain 1953 and 1954 
information, but again omit such items as 
the first use of guided missiles in 1952 and 
the 1951 development of a new super- 
strength aluminum alloy for airplane 
builders. Material on aircraft carriers is 
good popular description, but is limited to 
United States carriers. In the article Actors 
and Actresses, the trend is to emphasize 
players who have done Shakespearean 
parts. The only contemporary players 
mentioned, aside from those, are Charlie 
Chaplin, Greta Garbo and Katherine Cor- 
nell. 

Population figures for the United States 
are those of the 1950 census. Figures for 
foreign areas though more difficult to 
check vary from those given in the States- 
man’s Yearbook, 1955. 

The style of the work is simple and clear 
although sometimes lacking in variety. 
There is frequent use of the second per- 
son, with occasional sentences in the first 
person. An effort has been made to make 
the work appealing by the inclusion of 
such material as Swinburne’s “Nephelidia” 
with the article Alliteration and brief stor- 
ies of the ant and the grasshopper and the 
fox and the grapes with the article Aesop. 

Cross references occur in two forms. In 
addition to the usual kind of see refer- 
ences, frequently a sentence in one article 
refers the reader informally to another 
article. There are no bibliographies. 

There are in volume 1, also by count, 
approximately 358 illustrations, which oc- 
cur as individual illustrations accompany- 


ing articles, and as groups on pages de-, 


voted entirely to illustrations. Each of the 
35 pages of grouped illustrations accom- 
panies the appropriate article. A color is 
sometimes used as background or decora- 
tion.

cost of the books, however, they are rel- 
atively good. 

The general appearance of the pages is 
attractive and the print is readable, but 
the binding is weak and already coming 
apart at the hinges on the review copy. 
The volume is covered in a red inexpen- 
sive cloth simulating a leather grain. The 
stamping on the cover and'spine is in gold 
and black. 

The format, many illustrations, simplic- 
ity of style, and recent material in some 
articles of the Illustrated Home Library 
Encyclopedia, volume 1, will appeal to the 
person not too demanding of what an en- 
cyclopedia gives him. However, the bind- 
ing will not stand up under much use, and 
the popular treatment of material leads to 
oversimplification at times. The reader 
who wants extensive factual information 
and consistent coverage of current de- 
vélopments in the subjects treated in 
volume 1 will need to look elsewhere. A 
final evaluation of the set can be made 
only after the entire set becomes available

The Preface states that the first direc- 
tory of architects in the United States was 
that published in the third volume of the 
American Art Annual for 1900-01, and 
was followed by directories in the 1903- 
04, 1909-10, 1920-21 and 1924-25 editions. 
The Preface further states that the volume 
under review is the only comprehensive 
directory of living American architects to 
be published since that time and the first 
to ificlude only biographical listings of 
architects and correlated information. It 
contains the names of approximately 
10,800 architects as compared to an esti- 
mated 2864 listings in the 1924-25 Ameri- 
can Art Annual, 

In the Foreword the publishers an- 
nounce, “This Directory has been planned 
to serve for reference purposes in public 
and institutional libraries, for officials at 
all governmental levels, for editors, jour- 
nalists and scholars, for the convenience 
of the profession itself, and for individuals, 
firms or corporations who may value au- 
thoritative information concerning archi- 
tects upon whose knowledge, experience 
and abilities they must depend in the per- 
formance of the various services related to 
their building programs.” e 

According to the Foreword, “The aim 
of this compilation is to include men and 
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-women throughout the United States to- 


Pe 


day ... whose competence and standing 
in architectural practice have led to their 
admission to membership in the American 
Institute of Architects . . . [and] other 
architects of established practice ... active 
in the profession.” 

The editor, George S. Koyl, has been a 
Fellow of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects since 1937. He was Professor of 
Architecture at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania before his retirement in 1955, and 
from 1932 to 1950 was also Dean of the 
School of Fine Arts. 

The Biographical Section in which the 
names of the architects are arranged in 
alphabetical order occupies 632 of the 723 
pages. Information about’ each architect 
in uniform order includes full name with 
parentheses around parts not commonly 
used, whether or not he is a member or a 
Fellow of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, office and home address, place and 
date of birth, date of marriage, number of 
children, education with names of institu- 
tions attended, degrees earned and year 
of awards, scholastic honors received and 
honorary degrees conferred, scholarships 
or fellowships held, and countries visited 
in the course of foreign travel. His employ- 
ment record follows: positions held prior 
to engaging in practice, membership in 
firms, if any, with dates, name of pr&sent 
firm, year of its organization, and the 
year of joining, and relationship if this is 
not evident from the name. Under the 
heading “Pres. Occup:” is given the posi- 
tion held if not in independent practice, 
or, if holding a position in addition to be- 
ing in practice, name of organization and 
the year of entering it. Then are given 
the state or states in which the subject is 
presently registered, National Council or 
Architectural Registration Board Certifi- 
cate, if so certified; and if also licensed as 
an engineer, the term “Lic. Engr.” Under 
“Prin. Wks:” are listed up to six buildings 
or projects. The general types of work 


_done and the honors received are followed 


by information about membership in or- 
ganizationg, architectural educational ac- 
tivities, public or gowernment service, 
books and articles published. A table of 


abbreviations amd a key to the symbols 


denoting the general types of work exe- `“ 


cuted precede the Biographical Section. 
Because of the many abbreviations and 


‘symbols used in the entries, frequent 


reference to these tables seems necessary. 

The information given for each architect 
was supplied by the architect himself 
through a questionnaire sent to him. It is 
unfortunate that a fairly large proportion 
of the biographees listed did not respond 
to the questionnaire, so that the only in- 
formation given under their names is their 
addresses and whether or not they are 
members or Fellows of the American In- 
stitute of Architects. In the sample section 
counted, the number who did not respond 
was found to be over 25 per cent of those 
listed. However, the Directory not only 
brings the names of architects together jn 
one place, but also lists many names it 
would be impossible to locate in other bi- 
ographical directories.

Entries 
listed in the Catalog of Books Represented 
by Library of Congress Printed Cards are 

dated 1909-10, 1912-13, 1926-27, 1929-30, 

1932, 1935, 1937, 1940-41. 

This work is a single-volume reference 
book planned as an “intermediate between 
encyclopedia and dictionary.” The preface 
states “. . . by virtue of topical arrange- 
ment, special tabulations and pictorial 
work, it avoids cumbrous but necessary 
1epetition of encyclopedias, and gives re- 
lief from grouping totally unrelated sub- 
jects in alphabétical order .. . it is not 
merely a collection of definitions, but pre- 
sents related facts in a systematic way, 
giving the essentials of numerous text 
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books or treatises ‘on its. varied sub- 
jects...” 

Emphasis is placed upon its usefulness 
to the individual student, to the parent in 
the home, and as a general reference book. 

The work is divided into 15 departments: 
Language, Grammar, History, Mathemat- 
ics, Geography, Atlas, Kindergarten, Phys- 
lology, Literature, Science, Government, 
Law, Economics, Fine Arts and Biography. 
Each general subject has a brief introduc- 
tion followed by material arranged topi- 
cally, alphabetically or chronologically as 
is appropriate to the subject. Some 50 spe- 
cial subject dictionaries with brief defini- 
tions are included. Chronological tables, 
cited in the Preface as a special feature, 
cover such subjects as “Courses and Cur- 
rents of the World’s History in Graphic 
Outline,” which tabulates recorded events 
from 5000 B.C. to date, and “Events in 
America in the Twentieth Century.” 

Contributions are unsigned. The special 
field of interest is indicated in the list of 
associate editors, which with four addi- 
tions ig the same as that in the 1932 edi- 
tion. Recent information on the individuals 
listed is not included. Only nine of the 39 
are listed in Who’s Who in America, 1956/ 
57, Directory of American Scholars, 1951, 
and Leaders in Education, 1948. A check of 
the biography section of the New Century 
Book of Facts itself discloses the fact that 
13 of the 39 are deceased. 

No special claim is made as to the re- 
cency of the 1955 (twenty-first) edition of 
the New Century Book of Facts other than 
that of “constant revision to hold place 
with world events, discoveries, inventions, 
and. political changes.” 

Some sections contain recent material. 
In Book III, History, for example, the out- 
lines on World History, America in the 
Twentieth Century, and the Administra- 
tions of the Presidents have been brought 
up to date. The “Dictionary of History” 
shows additions and rewriting, with dates 
on some topics up to 1952. India has been 
fully rewritten and includes 1953 informa- 
tion. It is regrettable that all information 
on the United States is’ not grouped to- 
gether as grouping would have facilitatéd 
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study use. 

Census “figures for 1950 are used in the 
Geography section and dated tables are 
brought up to 1954. “Commercial Geog- 
raphy of the World” shows revision since 
1932, with 1946 the latest date noted. No- 
table revisions here are British Africa and 
French Empire Abroad, “Economic Geog- 
raphy,” a topical dictionary, has Alloys, 
Cellulose Products, and Synthetics among 
its recently enlarged topics. 

Other revised sections are Physiology, 
Government and Economics. The latter 
two have been brought up to date with 
some thoroughness, and their dated tables 
and statistics are current. Plates and dia- 
grams under Physiology are exceptionally 
clear and graphic. 

Some sections are partly up to date. In 
Book IX, Literature, recent literature, un- 
dated, has been added to the articles on 
national literatures, but the “Dictionary of 
Pseudonyms” and “Outlines of Interesting 
Books” have not been brought up to date. 
O. Henry and Jan Struther are among 
omissions from the former, while the lat- 
ter fails to include such titles as Man and 
Superman and War and Peace. In the 
technical sciences there are revisions, for 
example, new charts, diagrams and textual 
revision under “Aviation.” The latest com- 
mercial airplanes included are Boeing B- 
29 Superfortress, Boeing C-97, Lockheed 
Constellation. Obviously current topics 
include Atomic Energy, Electronics, and 
Radar; Antibiotics are noted briefly. In 
the natural sciences, however, economic 
information in the tables on “Cultivated 
Plants” and “Domestic Animals” dates 
from 1932. For example, the world crop 
of potatoes is cited as “in bulk surpassing 
by about one half the world crop of wheat, 
corn, or oats.” The 1955 Statistical Ab- 
stract of the United States cites the totals 
in thousands of short tons as: potatoes, 
176,700; wheat, 180,338; corn 158,733. The . 
‘Domestic Animals” table states that 
horses are employed on 4,500,000 farms in 
the United States, while the Statistical 
Abstract lists only 3,870,000 horses on 
farms in 1953. 

In Book XV, Biography, instead of 
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iames being added to the 10 separate 
classified lists, a section of “Contemporary 
Biography” (13 pages, 142 names) is in- 
cluded. Biographical data are given in in- 
formal sketches, Biographies in the classi- 
fied lists are not consistently brought up 
to date; for example, for Stanley Baldwin 
there is no information later than 1929 ex- 
cept the death date, and the latest dated 
detail for Stalin, except his death, is dated 
1917. 


Some sections are out of date in both 
point of view and illustrations. “Primary 
Arithmetic” (number work), for example, 
intended for the use of the parent in home 
instruction of young children, stresses 
teaching by drill and fails to utilize cur- 
rent educational practice. Book VII, Kim- 
dergarten, presents the point of view of 
the early 1930’s and contains illustrations 
from that period. The other materials on 
the field of education are a short list: of 
“Pedagogical and Psychological Terms,” 
which omits such current terms as inte- 
gration, objective tests, and psychiatry, 
and the biographical list of “Educators and 
Scholars,” which needs the addition of 
recent data. 


The “Pictorial Geography of United 
States,’ mentioned in the Preface as a 
special feature, adds little to the informa- 
tional content of the work, and nothing 
to its visual attractiveness. This section is 
made up of a series of elementary pictorial 
maps, some in color, dated 1926. They 
show industries and products and give 
very general location of the larger cities 
and important geographical features. 

The Atlas section has 64 colored maps 
made by C. S. Hammond and Co. While 
the maps are undated, France and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics carry 
the legend “Post-war territorial changes 
shown on this map do not necessarily rep- 
resent the final status of such boundaries. 
Only after signing of the Peace Treaties 
can changes be considered official and defi- 
nite.” Germany shows zones of occupation 
as of February 1947. The value of the map 
of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
is limited because it isenot outlined by 
country. The fact that although all the 


maps are keyed, they have no accompany- 
ing location lists, also lessens their value. 
Population figures, given in the legends 
accompanying the maps as from the “Last 
Census,” are 1950 figures. | 

An adequate alphabetical index with 
classified entries under broad subjects and 
many cross references is included. As an 
added expedient the page reference is fol- 
lowed by a number, 1, 2, 3, 4, to show the 
quarter location on the page where the 
topic is to be found. The several diction- 
aries, cutlines and tables are indexed un- 
der key words, such as Authors and 
Synonyms. However, each topic in these 
dictionaries, ete., is also included in the 
general index. 

Bibliographies are infrequently includ- 
ed. They lack dates of publication and 
have not been consistently revised to in+ 
clude late publications. 

The New Century Books of Facts and the 
Lincoln Library of Essential Information 
are alike in their aim to cover a large 
fund of general information in a single 


volume under a topical arrangement. Sub- _ 


ject coverage is much the same although 
the Lincoln Library includes additional 
sections on education and public speaking 
and additional information such as the 
United States immigration quota and lists 
of the Nobel Prize Winners and the Hall 
of Fame. Biography which is treated in 
eight separate subject categories in the 
New Century Book of Facts is contained 
in a single alphabetical arrangement in the 
Lincoln Library. The Subscription Books 
Bulletin review (April 1955) of the Lin- 
coln Library, 1953, showed that volume 
“well revised and brought up to date,” 
while revision in the New Century is scat- 
tered. 

The copy examined is durably bound 
and has thumb indexes The type is small, 
moderately clear, but shows evidence of 


being worn especially in the margin let- . 


ters. Pages are printed in two columns 
with frequent bold-face headings. Paper 
varies in quality and is not sufficiently 
opaque. Photographs which are printed on 
coated paper, including several pages in 
color, are clear, Those reproduced on thes

indistinct. | . 


-` The subject coverage of the New Cen- 


tury Book of Facts is broad. A fair amount 
of revision is evident, although more thor- 
ough emphasis on this would improve and 
increase the value of the work. The style 
is clear and brief. A characteristic text- 
book coverage fulfills the purpose of the 
work to serve as a home study guide for 
background information. Although the 
outlines, dictionaries and chronological 
charts have interest and reference useful- 


ness, the unevenhess in revision limits the- 


value of the work as an up-to-date refer 
ence tool.

The films are se- 
lected on the basis of technical quality, 
imagmative narration and treatment of sub- 
ject, authenticity, and achievement of pur- 
pose; point of view and use in the community 
are also noted. This month the films have 
been reviewed by Virginia M. Beard, Cleve- 
land (Ohio) Public Library; Karline Brown, 
Public Library of Cincinnati (Ohio) and 
Hamilton County; Ida Goshkin, Akron 
(Ohio) Public Library; and Norman B. 
Moore, Rochester (New York) Public Li- 
brary. All films are 16mm sound and are 
black and white unless otherwise indicated. 


The bumblebee. Mur! Deusing. 1956. 11min. 
$50; color, $100. 


The social habits and survival instincts of 
bumblebees are observed and explained. In 
April, the bumblebee emerges from hiberna- 
tion and begins the search for an abandoned 
mouse or ground squirrel nest to use for a 
nesting site. In May, the nest is cared for by 
the queen who brings and stores food; in June, 
the first workers appear and join the queen in 
visiting spring flowers. The film shows the 
queen laying eggs, the development of the 
young from grub to cocoon, and the emergence 
of the bumblebee. The detailed treatment of 
a common social insect important to the pol- 
lination of plants will interest audiences in- 
vestigating the life and habits of insects. 


Egypt and Israel, C.B.S. Television. Dis- 
tributor: McGraw-Hill. 1956. 90min. $280. 


The Egypt-Israeli dispute as televised for the 
“See it now” program, There is every attempt 
to be impartial in the production and to pre- 
sent views of people in both countries. How- 
ard K. Smith interviews Nasser and presents 
the case for Egypt, showing Arab refugee 
camps and the feeling among the refugees that 
U.S. support of Israel was responsible for the 
situation, and viewing schools, slums, and oth- 
er social conditions. Edward Murrow visits 
Israel, stopping at a kibbutz, at the parliament, 
industrial and agricultural developments, in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, and other points of in- 
terest. In ‘closing interviews with Nasser and 
Ben-Gurion the leaders express themselves on 
the possibilities of resolving their countries’ 
“differences. The role of the U.S. is discussed 


and Mr. Murrow points out for the audience 
that while the U.S. stake in the dispute is not 
so great as that of Egypt or Israel, the U.S can 
do much to determine the outcome. The length 
of the film may make it difficult to use but it 
is highly recommended for its excellent pres- 
entation and as discussion material,

This dramatic instructional film, made for Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, emphasizes 
the importance of the Industrial Fire Brigade. 
Henry G. Thomas, chief of the Hartford Fire 
Department and one of the country’s foremost 
authorities in the field of fire prevention, is 
the narrator. He points out that most indus- 
trial fires with considerable loss of property, 
equipment, payrolls, and human lives start as 
small fires. Such fires, he continues, would not 
become big fires if industrial plants and fac- 
tories could call on the service of a well- 
trained industrial fire brigade which would act 
decisively during the first few minutes of the 
fire. To instruct a fire brigade to act efficiently 
the film .presents its responsibilities and de- 
scribes and explains three kinds of fires com- 
mon to industrial plants, the principles of their 
extinction, and various types of fire fighting 
weapons such as sprinklers, standpipes, and 
hoses. The film closes with shots of a well- 
trained industrial fire brigade actually en- 
gaged in extinguishing a fire in a large manu- 
facturing plant. An excellent fire prevention 
film for libraries serving large industrial areas 
with established training programs.

The last previous edition of this encyclo- 
pedia, first published in parts between 1859 
and 1868, was a completely new edition 
published in 1950 and reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1951. As 
was true of the 1950 edition, Mrs. M. D. 
Law is Managing Editor, with a staff of 
nine assistant editors and 52 advisory edi- 
tors. All major articles and some short 
ones are signed. A list of contributors ap- 
pears in each volume, and reference to 
these lists shows that the contributors are 
persons whose education and experience 
qualify them as authorities for the subjects 
upon which they have written. 

The set contains 12,665 pages, of which 
222 are preface pages, including lists of 
contributors. Volume 15 contains the atlas 
and indexes. The preface to the 1955 
edition is substantially the same as that 
to the 1950 edition, a fact which indicates 
that the general plan and policy of the 
work remain the same. A few paragraphs 
have been cut and the space used for an 
added paragraph regarding revisions made 
in the 1955 edition. 

The encyclopedia is addressed to the 
“educated layman.” Treatment is factual 
and scholarly rather than popular. There 
are “a limited number of long main arti- 
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cles, a substantial number of shorter arti- 
cles describing in greater detail the princi- 
pal points of the main articles and a large 
number of brief descriptive entries. The 
whole is made immediately accessible by a 
full index, a high degree of sub-division of 
articles and ample cross-reference.” The 
final volume contains a classified list of 
most of the articles showing the contents 
of the encyclopedia under subjects. 

Arrangement is alphabetical, letter by 
letter. On the spine of each volume the 
scope is abbreviated, as A-Aut, Aut-Cam, 
with ten pairs of overlapping abbrevia- 
tions. This arrangement makes it fre- 
quently necessary to consult two volumes 
to find the topic wanted. 

The scope of the work is encyclopedic, 
but coverage is naturally more limited 
than in encyclopedias of more volumes. 
For example, in the section A~Ala the 
Encyclopedia Americana, 1956 has 52 en- 
tries, Encyclopedia Britannica, 1954 has 
40, and Chambers’s, 1955 has 20. While 
varying policies in regard to types of 
entries, for example, Americana’s well- 
known policy of using many small entries, 
tend to make such a comparison of ques- 
tionable value, a count of the references in 
the indexes of the three sets, A-Abram 
gives Americana 373, Britannica 566, and 
Chambers’s 259. Biography and geography 
have the greatest number of separate en- 
tries in the set, but the proportion of these 
to other entries varies in different parts 
because of the normal alphabetical distri- 
bution of names. A count of the Ce, Ho- 
Hol, and Re-Ren sections shows 104 bio- 
graphical articles, 83 geographical and 101 
other entries. 

A group of entries from four special- 
ized reference books was checked against 
the index of Chambers’s Encyclopædia. 
Roughly the percentages of entries from 
each that appear in Chambers’s either as 
separate articles or as index references 
are: Van Nostrand’s Scientific Encyclo- 
pedia, second edition, 70 per cent, Encyclo- 
peedia of the Social Sciegces, 60 per cent, 
Harpers Encyclopedia of Art, 50 per cent, 
and Grove’s Dictionary pf Music and Mu- 
sicians, fifth edition, 12 per cent. When the 


differences in size, scope and type of en- 
tries of the four works are taken into con- 
sideration, it is evident that various sub- 
ject fields are well represented. 

In the evaluation of a new edition, the 
amount and kind of revision and the de- 
gree of up-to-dateness are main points to 
be considered. It is stated: “Every single 
article throughout the whole work has 
been meticulously examined for revision.” 
But the fact that every article has been 
examined for revision does not mean that 
every article has been revised. The tabu- 
lation of revisions in volume 7 provided by 
the publisher shows that many pages have 
been left exactly as in the 1950 edition and 
many others revised only by changing 
population figures, or inserting the date of 
a person’s death. While many of the arti- 
cles left unchanged are long basic articles 
on subjects that do not change rapidly, the 
unrevised material also includes scientific 
subjects which presumably are constantly 
undergoing research, for example: Hor- 
mone, Hydroponics, Immunity and Immu- 
nization, Infantile Paralysis, and Isotopes. 
A. comparison of the first 100 pages of 
volume 1 of the two editions shows sub- 
stantially the same amount and kind of 
revision. 

Certain specific errors that were pointed 
out in the Subscription Books Bulletin re- 
view of the 1950 edition have not been cor- 
rected, for example, a word left out of a 
quotation from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the University of Akron still re- 
ferred to as Buchtel College although the 
name was changed in 1913, and the mis- 
spelling of Buncombe County, North 
Carolina. 

It is stated in the Preface, “Particular 
care has been bestowed on the bibliog- 
raphical notes. ... Books indicated... 
include the acknowledged standard works 
on the topic ... and in addition the latest 
publications which may be of interest.” 
But no consistent policy as to bibliog- ' 
raphies could be discovered, except that 
they seem to have received less attention 
in the revision than anything else. In the 
tabulation for volume 7, only three bibliog- 
raphies are stated to have been revised.

For many topics throughout the encyclo- 
pedia, the latest publication date in the 
bibliography is before 1950. Some uneven- 
ness was noted; for example, Adult Edu- 
cation has a bibliography of more than 20 
items, distributed over the period 1909- 
1953, while Progressive Education has 
~ none. Anaesthesia has 31 entries from B.C. 
(Homer) to 1947, but Allergy has none. 
Tuberculosis has 30 entries, 1936-1955, but 
Sulphonamide Drugs has only six, with 
none later than 1945. Pyrotechnics has 24, 
1540-1953, but Radio-activity has only five 
and Radar six. The typical bibliography 
for states of the United States consists of 
the Federal Writers Project guide book, 
one historical work, and in a few cases one 
or two other titles. One of the most im- 
portant contributions that these acknowl- 
edged authorities could make would be to 
provide adequate bibliographies. This has 
been done admirably for some subjects, 
_ but not at all consistently. 

As one test of up-to-datenéss a large 
number of geographical entries were ex- 
amined for population figures. The latest 
census is included for all places noted in 
the United States, Canada and the United 
Kingdom. The remainder of the sample 
comprises 58 place names from 31 coun- 
tries. The latest census figures have been 
used for 19 countries, but older figures 
have been used for at least a part of the 


places in 12 others. Possible reasons for 


this may be the difficulty of getting infor- 
‘mation from certain countries but this 
would not seem to apply to France and 
Australia with censuses in 1954 and Ceylon 
with a census in 1953. In the latter case the 
figures given in the article on Ceylon were 
' from the 1953 census, but those under 
names of individual towns were older. 
Statistical materials are excellently por- 


trayed in tables throughout the set. Of 25 


articles in the section Malaya to Newhaven 
having tables, all show information as re- 
cent as 1951, 13 to 1952, 6 to 1953 and 2 to 
1954. Where events in the text are dated, 
most of these articles show dates since 
1950, but there are exceptions. In this same 
section there is an excpllent example of 
` the use of uniform tables: eight tables by 


John Rosewarne Stevens giving shipping 
statistics for port cities in England, France, ` 
Canada, and the United States. Tables 
uniform with these appear throughout the _ 
set. f , : 

As a test of accuracy as well as up-to- 
dateness, biographical sketches of 29 living 
persons were studied. Dates of birth of all 
agreed with those in other reference books 
checked. Three of the 29 are now deceased, 
but too recently for this fact to be in- 
cluded. But the latest dated information 
about 12 of these persons is in the 1940’s, 
for three in the 1930’s, and for one in 1924. 
This is justified in cases where the indi- 
vidual has been retired for some years. It - 
is likely that the contributors were forced 
to be very brief and ‘therefore very selec- 
tive. Nevertheless some rather significant 
achievements have been omitted; for ex- 
ample, there is no mention of the ‘ ‘Hoover 
Commission” in the statement about 
Herbert Hoover. 

Again, a list of 15 events of 1954 were’ 
chosen at random from the Chronologies 
in World Almanac and Annual Register. - 
Nine of these were found in Chambers’s, 
but six were not. For example, the signing 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway Bill and the 
reelection of Tito are included, but not the 
christening of the Nautilus or the reelec- 
tion of Chiang Kai-shek. 

As claimed in the Preface, indexing and 
cross references make the whole easily ac- 


- cessible. Cross references include q.v., see, 


and see also references. There are numer- 
ous instances where the same topic can be 
found both through the index and through 
cross references. But use of the very de- 
tailed index (412 pages of 4 columns each) 


‘brings out many items of information not 


otherwise accessible. “An entry ‘in bold- 
faced type. indicates that there is an article 
on the subject in the Encyclopedia... An 
entry in light-faced type shows that the 
Encyclopedia does not contain a separate 
article on the subject in question but that ° 
it is dealt with in the volume and on the 
page specified.” “Passing references in one 
place to subjects discussed more compre- , 
hensively elsewhere have as a rule been 
ignored...” But these subjects mentioned 
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incidentally are faithfully included in the ` 


index when not treated elsewhere. 
The final volume contains the general 


subject index, 144 pages of maps and the ‘ 


index to them, a list of abbreviations, and 


a list of contributors. Map scales vary from . 


that of a map of Southeast England which 
is 1: 1,500,000 to a map of the world, 1: 
150,000,000. Because of the small scale and 
the narrow gutter margins many of the 
maps are difficult to read. The use of color 
to show relief on such small maps tends to 
obscure -political boundaries. Pakistan is 
listed in the index as a separate state, but 
the name Pakistan seems to be superim- 
posed upon maps carrying prominently the 
names of the former states and the use of 
color makes boundaries even more difficult 
to trace. North and South Korea still are 
not indicated, nor has the boundary of 
Northern Ireland been clarified. By con- 
trast the 1954 Britannica and 1956 Amer- 
tcana have maps with clear boundaries. 
The maps are well indexed, except for the 
historical maps, which are not included in 
the index. l 

As is to be expected in an English publi- 
cation, coverage is somewhat better for 
British topics than for United States topics, 
and the point of view is British. For ex- 
ample, the space allotted to seven counties 
ot Kngland 1s greater than that for seven 
states of the United States, despite the fact 
that the:areas and populations of the latter 


are much greater. Aiter stating the ideal . 


of producing an unbiased factual work, the 
Preface goes on to say: “Chambers’s En- 


cyclopedia, though it numbers among its _ 


contributors scores of scholars from nearly 


every country in the world, is primarily a` 


British production and therefore no doubt 
reflects to some extent the intellectual 
atmosphere of post-war Britain.” Some 
articles of a general nature, for example 


Hospital, Inns and Hotels, Unemployment, , 


Uniform, Vocational Training and War 
- discuss these subjects largely as they re- 


late to Great Britain and the British Com- 3 


monwealth. But others, for example, Hous- 
ing, Iconography, Income Tax, Inflation, 
‘Universities, Veterinary Science, Wages 


and Salaries and Wild Life Conservation

have an international or world wide scope, 
An interesting reversal of the expected 
British .empħasis is the fact that more 
space is given to Franklin D. Roosevelt 
than to Winstòn Churchill. 

The format is uniformly good. Paper 
and print are good, and the binding of the 
review set ($234 to libraries) is attractive 
and durable. The edition in the binding at 
$205 to libraries, which places it more 
nearly in the price class of the standard 
American encyclopedias, was not available 
for examination. 

Because of its scope, authoritativeness, 
careful editing, thorough indexing, and 
adult vocabulary and style, Chambers’s 
Encyclopedia, 1955 is recommended for 
libraries and homes serving adult readers. 
Those already having the 1950 edition may 
for budgetary reasons prefer to continue to 
use it for basic information and to bring it 
up to date by use of statistical yearbooks 
and periodical materials. But the conven- 
ience of having more up-to-date material 
all in one place justifies the purchase of 


' the new edition if it can be afforded. Be- 


cause of the British emphasis it will scarce- 
ly be considered a substitute for one of the 
standard American works in the average 
American library or home, but also be- 
cause of this emphasis it will be especially 
welcome where a major work with the 
British viewpoint is desired.

This review is based on a comparison 
with the work of the same title copyright- 
ed in 1950, reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin in October 1950 with a complete 
history of its publication from inception in 
1933 under the title Richards Cyclopedia. 
Previous reviews were in the Bulletin is- 
sues of July 1934 and January 1940. The 
set has been in the process of continuous 
revision since its purchase in 1945 by The 
Grolier Society, Inc. which formed The 
Richards Company, Inc. as a separate pub- 
lishing company. Annual printings have 
been copyrighted since 1945 except in 1948 
and in 1952. 

Information supplied by the publisher 
states that the set is intended primarily for 
elementary and high school grades but also 
has application as a popular adult encyclo- 
pedia. Its purpose is “to present the broad- 
est range of general information in the 
most convenient and readable form.” The 
publisher correlates related material on a 
single subject so that science is treated in 
the first four volumes; social sciences in 
the next four; basic industries, applied 
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science, invention, and l#brary science in 
the next two volumes; art in volume 11; 
crafts and biography in volumes 12-13; and 
sports, folk tales, myths, and things to 
make and do in volume 14. The general 
index to the set comprises the last volume. 

The Board of Editors as given in the 1956 
edition is the same as in the 1950 edition 
with one additional name, the Managing 
Editor, Edward Humphrey. Those identi- 
fied are for the most part active or retired 
professors in the leading universities and 
colleges. Among them are George Harold 
Edgell and Henry Carrington Lancaster, 
both of whom died in 1954, and Adolph 
Elwyn, whose death occurred in 1955. No 
articles are signed. 

As in the 1950 edition, each volume has 
a table of contents in which subject mat- 
ter is classified, briefly listed, and assigned 
numbered units in the order in which they 
occur. There are also in the front of each 
volume a list of color plates and a key to 
pronunciation. A “Reading Unit” preced- 
ing each topic outlines a study plan of the 
more important points covered in an ar- 
ticle or group of related articles. For most 
topics this includes the headings “Interest- 
ing Facts Explained,” “Things to Think 
About,” “Picture Hunt,” “Related Materi- 
al,” “Leisuretime Activities” plus a “Sum- 
mary Statement.” In volume 6 there śs an 
expanded index to the unit pertaining to 
World War II which has a few references 
duplicated in the general index in volume 
15. 

In the review of the 1950 printing of 
Richards in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
material on the following subjects was 
stated to be scant or omitted: Nobel Prizes, 
health insurance, unemployment insur- 
ance, juvenile delinquency, old age pen- 
sions, civic symphony orchestras, musical 
comedies, story of Paul Bunyan, Newbery 
medal, Somerset Maugham, Stefansson, 


Sherlock Holmes, and the Thomas Mann. 
family. Apparently no attempt was made 

by the editors to meet these criticisms in 

the 1956 printing except in the case of 

Thomas Mann, where a two-page bio- 

graphical sketch and a portrait have been 

added. 

In the social sciences volumes, new ma- 
terial has been added to the geographic 
information for many countries through- 
out the world, especially on form of gov- 
ernment, economics, chief industries, prod- 
ucts, characteristics of the population, and 
population figures. Revisions also appear 
to be extensive in the volume on the vari- 
ous states of the United States, where pas- 
sages have been rephrased, maps revised, 
illustrations substituted, and colored 
plates added. According to the publisher, 
when the 1953 revision was made of this 
volume, “260 pages were reset... . Of 294 
black-and-white pictures all but 24 were 
new.” However, in other volumes on the 
social sciences, few changes have been 
made; for example, the topic Social Se- 
curity mentions only the 1935 Social Se- 
curity Act which provided for old age and 
unemployment without references to spe- 
cific benefits or changes in the law. No in- 
formation can be located through the in- 
dex under Workmen’s Compensation, and 
yet by 1949 all of the states had work- 
men’s compensation laws. Neither can ma- 
terial be found through the index for 
mental hygiene, Blue Cross hospitalization 
plans, National Science Foundation (es- 
tablished in 1950), and GI loans, among 
other subjects. 


Historical information for most countries 
throughout the world during the past 15 
years is widely scattered. For the most 
part, significant events since the beginning 
of the second World War period are dis- 
cussed in the unit, “The History of World 
War II” (v.6, p. 493-568), rather than un-

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.der the history of the specitic country, and 
one is led to the unit index in volume 6 
by footnote citations in the article for the 
country. In the index to the set, volume 
15, for some countries there is a specific 
subdivision referring to World War II 
events in the chronological sequence of 
topics, but for others there is only a see 
also reference to the World War II index 
in volume 6. The divided index does not 
facilitate quick reference work. 


The 1950 Subscription Books Bulletin 
review noted the absence of modern 
themes, especially in the volumes on art, 
music, and literature. No new material was 
found in the art volume, which covers 
painting, sculpture, and architecture, ex- 
cept for the ‘addition of a few colored 
plates. A further search reveals no refer- 
ences to the contemporary painters, Mark 
Tobey, Morris Graves, John Marin or 
Grandma Moses, but colored plates have 
been added to'illustrate the work of sev- 
eral painters, e.g, Winslow Homer, Van 


Gogh, Degas, Renoir. Although black-and- ° 


white illustrations are given for Thomas 
Benton, Grant Wood, Georgia O'Keeffe, 
and Diego Rivera, there is no discussion of 
the work of these artists. Minor changes, 
especially in illustrations, appear in the 
units on tapestry and on rugs The only 
addition found in the field of music is the 
description of the recorder as a musical 
instrument. 


One of the aims the editors stress in the 
Preface is “to present our material in such 
a way as to make it of the highest educa- 
tional value. We want the reader, at a 
moment’s notice to be able to put his finger 
upon any fact or set of facts for which he 
may be searching in our volumes.” How- 
ever, in the field of literature, no informa- 
tion is available through the index for the 
following significant twentieth century au- 
thors: Alberto Moravia, James Joyce, 
Jean-Paul Sartre, Marcel Proust, Romain 
Rolland, Arthur Koestler, Frans Sillanpaa 
(Nobel Prize 1939), John Steinbeck (al- 
though he is mentioned in the section on 
contemporary American authors), William 
Faulkner, and Dylan Thomas. No material

is indexed under existentialism or science 
fiction. Some minor changes appear in the 
material in the 1956 printing; for example, 
T. S. Eliots Cocktail Party (1950) is added, 
and Ernest Hemingway, John Steinbeck, 
and Tennessee Williams are substituted for 
the proletarian novelists, Jack Conroy, 
Josephine Herbst, and Grace Lumpkin. It 
was also noted that the following plays 
omitted in the earlier printing are men- 
tioned in the latest: Glass Menagerie 
(1944) and A Streetcar Named Desire 
(1947) by Tennessee Williams and Death 
of a Salesman (1949) by Arthur Miller. 
New material and many new plates are 
added in the volumes on scientific and 
technical subjects. One of the most exten- 
sive revisions appears in the story of print- 
ing which was rewritten and reillustrated 
so that it “now contains 21 pages in 2 col- 
ors and 2 pages in 4 colors.” Among arti- 
cles containing revisions, new illustrations, 
and more up-to-date material are those on 
the hydrogen bomb, armaments, plastics 
and industrial chemjstry, viruses, automo- 
bile. : 
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Richards Year Book wag issued as a sup- 
plement to the text of the 1950 edition of 
the encyclopedia. The Preface of the 1956 
printing of Richards Topical Encyclopedia 
states that the company is “issuing The 
Story of Our Time, an annual publication 
that will include not only those statistics 
which are subject to change, but also a 
digest of world events and of the latest 
developments in every field of human ac- 
tivity. ... This report ... will be read- 
able and authoritative, and will make a 
convenient reference book for any school 
or home.” The unit page preceding each 
topic, however, in the 1956 edition of the 
encyclopedia continues to refer to the old 
title in the note: “For statistical and cur- 
rent facts, consult the Richards Year Book 
Index.” (A November 8, 1956 letter from 
the publisher states that since the set was 
submitted to the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee for review, the annual has been re- 
named The Encyclopedia Year Book.) 


In spite of the addition of a considerable 
number of four-color plates and the sub- 
stitution of many new black-and-white il- 
lustrations for old ones, the appearance of 
the set as a whole does not impress one 
favorably. Frequently the plates are 
grouped and are not with the particular 
subject they illustrate. There still are nu- 
merous old illustrations, many of which 
are poorly reproduced, not sharp and clear, 
resembling in some respects a work pro- 
duced in the 1890’s rather than the mid- 
twentieth century. There is a marked im- 
provement in the maps. No projection was 
given for the older maps, some of which 
were credited to L. L. Poates Engraving 
Company, New York. Colors were poor, 
and the map topography was shown by 
hachuring. Hammond colored maps, with- 
out copyright date, replace the old ones. 
Projections are specified for many of the 
maps; variations in elevation are shown by 
color shading (without specifying altitude 
figures); and boundary lines indicate 
changes since the World War II period. 


As in the 1950 set the type is clear, the 
binding strong. The yolumes open with 
pages lying flat and are pleasing to handle. 


The purpose of the publishers of this set . 


is to present the broadest range of general 
information in the most convenient form, 
a topical arrangement, and to provide 
thorough coverage. Definite limitations are 
apparent from the subjects checked in the 
review: failure to include many topics 
within a large subject field, lack of up-to- 
dateness in some areas, and inadequate 
coverage of many units. These present a 
serious problem whether the reader is 
browsing, doing home study, or using the 
books for reference work. 

Although the set has been in the process 
of continuous revision since 1945, revisions 
are uneven and inconsistent. In the art and 
music volumes much new material is omit- 
ted, and in the literature volumes few 
changes have been made since the 1950 
edition. Some material in the social 
sciences is out-of-date and factual infor- 


mation there has been revised with little . 


attention to social progress. In the social 
sciences, particularly, the publisher has 
failed to provide thorough, well-rounded 
coverage. Historical information is too 
widely scattered for quick reference pur- 
poses. The divided index (a general index 
plus a World War II unit index in different 
volumes) is inconvenient to consult, and 
checking index entries reveals omission of 
many topics one expects to find in an en- 
cyclopedic work. The volumes on the 
sciences reveal that many articles have 
been rewritten and new articles prepared 
to incorporate recent discoveries and de- 
velopments. The unevenness of revision 
and the undependable coverage of some 
subjects impairs the use of the set for ref- 
erence use. Richards Topical Encyclopedia 
is not recommended.

In a prefatory note he 
statts, “It is meant to be used by musi- 
cians from the age of 8 or 9 years to the 
age of 15 or 16.” Obviously realizing that 
the value of the book to the younger 
members of this age group will be limited, 
he qualifies this with, “There are some 
articles in it that can be read by musicians 
of all those ages and some which will not 
interest the youngest of the book’s readers 
but which they will perhaps be glad to 
have and will be able quite easily to un- 
derstand when they grow a few years 
older.” On the whole he has succeeded in 
presenting a great body of technical, his- 
torical and interesting information in a 
way that would be most helpful to the 
young person interested in music. 


There are some 28 preliminary pages 
containing: (1) Some Suggestions On 
How to Use This*Book, which suggests 
that the book has two uses, namely, as a 
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book of reference and as a book for study, 
and explains in detail how it can be used 
in each case; (2) Music the Reader May 
Like to Play, which is a list of some of the 
brief, but complete, musical compositions 
appearing in the book, with page réfer- 
ences; (3) Acknowledgements; (4) Tables 
of Notation; and (5) Hints on the Correct 
Way of Writing Music (for Examination 
Candidates and Young Composers). 

The main body of the book (421 pages) 
is arranged alphabetically, letter by letter 
(Basso Continuo; Bassoon; Basso Ostinato; 
Bass Saxhorn) in two columns. Headings 
are in bold-faced type and, with ample 
white space between articles, stand out 
quite satisfactorily. Minor entries, of 
which there are many, including see ref- 
erences, simple definitions of terms, and 
foreign words for which little or nothing 
more than the English equivalent is given, 
are in smaller type. The longest, and pre- 
sumably the most important, entries have 
headings in bold-faced capitals centered 
on the page below a horizontal line above 
which all preceding entries on the page 


appear in two shortened equal columns. - 


According to a table on page ix, there 
are “about 3150” articles in the book: 530 
on composers and other musicians, 200 on 
instruments, 240 on various forms and 
styles of music, 1700 explaining musical 
terms and expressions, 80 on church mu- 
sic, and 400 others. Obviously the term 
“article” is used rather loosely since en- 
tries vary in length from one line to six or 
seven pages. Examination of the entries 
under B, M, and S reveals only 40 out of 
a total of 646 which exceed a quarter of a 
page in length. As indicated above, many 
entries give only a simple definition, the 
English equivalent of a foreign word, or 
both, in a very brief form. In a great many 
cases the reader is referred, by means of 
a see reference, to another form of the 
term or to a longer article. In some cases 
this is a pure see reference, while in others 
it is a combination of a brief definition, 
identification or translation with a refer- 
ence to another term or article, e.g., Cre- 
mona, “(town in North Italy, famous for 
the violins formerly made there). See 
Amati, Guarneri, and Stradivari.” No 
blind references were noted. 


Longer articles are subdivided in vari- 
ous ways according to the nature of the 
subject. Often these subdivisions are 
numbered and are referred to by number 
in cross references. Longer biographical 
articles usually consist of two major parts: 
a brief running account of the subject’s 
life, and a section labelled “facts and: in- 
cidents” which gives a number of short, 
independent, unconnected stories about 
the subject. These vary widely from more 
or less trivial, but none the less interest- 
ing, anecdotes to more serious facts about 
the composer or his famous works. Per- 
formers are seldom mentioned unless they 
are also composers of note. 

A comparison of the entries under Ba 
and under L with the same sections of 
Grove’s Dictionary of Music and Musi- 
cians, fifth edition, indicates that the ma- 
terial in The Oxford Junior Companion to 
Music is accurate in so far as it goes. 
There are times, however, when the treat- 
ment is so brief as to be of little value. 
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. This is particularly true in the case of 
modern composers. Material also seems to 
be reasonably up-to-date as evidenced by 
the inclusion of many living persons, arti- 
cles: on some of the more recent develop- 
ments in the field of music, and the re- 
cording of death dates as late as 1953. The 
style of writing is clear, concise and direct, 
the general tone being more or less con- 
versational. 


The book is definitely addressed prima- 
rily to the British young person and there 
is a distinct British flavor and slant 
throughout. Some musical terms, appar- 
ently common in England, would be un- 
familiar to American young people, such 
as “crotchet” for quarter-note and “de- 
misemiquaver” for thirty-second note. A 
little over four pages is given to the arti- 
cle God Save the Queen! and about a 
quarter of a page to Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner. Approximately 225 of the biographi- 
cal entries are for composers of the British 
Isles, great and small, while entries for 
composers of the United States, France, 
Germany, Italy and Russia combined do 
not total as many. American composers 
are only fairly well represented with 50 
articles, most of which are quite brief. 
MacDowell is the only American who, is 
treated at any length. This British view- 
point does not preclude the use of the 
book in America since there is much use- 
ful information not readily available else- 
where which is not affected by it. 


The volume is profusely illustrated with 
a variety of black-and-white half tone 
illustrations. Only the frontispiece is in 
color. The quality of the pictures varies 
somewhat, due probably to the fact that 
some are taken from old prints and some 
from modern photographs rather than to 
reproduction choice or source. Consider- 
ing this, they are for the most part clear, 
well-chosen and appropriate, and contrib- 
_ ute much to the attractiveness of the book. 
In addition to pictures, there is a great 
deal of music, varying from short ex- 
amples which are integral parts of the 
articles to whole compositions which may 
be a part of the article or a supplementary 
illustration. 


A Pronouncing Glossary of Foreign or 
Difficult Terms and Names Used in This 
Volume follows the main section. It “makes 
no attempt to teach you the pronunciation 
of each foreign word exactly as it is spoken 
by a native” but with a kind of phonetic 
spelling, italics, and a simple key, it in- 
structs the reader how to “produce a sound 
that is near enough to the original for all 
practical purposes.” 

The format is good. Cover is brown 
cloth stamped in gold; paper is English 
finish, slightly off-white; print is clear, 
well-spaced and easy to read; and binding 
is fairly sturdy. Inner margins are too 
narrow for rebinding. 

Because of the need it meets, the wealth 
of accurate and up-to-date information 
presented in an attractive, easily accessible 
manner, The Oxford Junior Companion to 
Music is recommended, particularly for 
junior and senior high school libraries, 
young people’s divisions of public libraries, 
and for homes desiring a popular, inex- 
pensive reference book on serious music.

The Dictionary of Arts and Crafts writ- 
ten by an instructor in the Department of 
Public Instruction of the American Muse- 
um of Natural History is a recent addition 
to the list of the many reference works 
being issued by the Philosophical Library. 
The book is intended to be a “tool for the 
craftsman,” for those who “have many in- 
terests and may even teach a craft class 
or have a group of people who look... 
for ideas in the field.” The introduction 
indicates that the book contains definitions 
of terms, ideas, techniques and materials. 

Mr. Stoutenburgh lists no collaborators 
and acknowledges no obligation to anyone 
for help in compiling the Dictionary. There 
is no definition of “arts and crafts” in the 
Introduction; Webster’s International Dic- 
tionary (2d ed. c1954) defines the phrase 
as the “arts of decorative design and 
handicraft.” The Dictionary of Arts and 
Crafts contains ever three thousand en- 
tries on a wide variety of such subjects. 
In the N section, for example, there are 
82 entries of which 18 are painting terms, 
11 pertain to ceramics and lacquer ware, 
9 to gems, jewelry, silver and metal crafts, 
6 to woodworking and carving, 8 to tex- 
tiles, rugs, weaving, embroidery, and dyes, 
4 to photography, and the rest to dolls, 
heraldry, home crafts, etching, printing, 
glass, sculpture, and craft materials. There 
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are very few references to persons and 
none to the history of the arts and crafts 
movement. Geographic references are 
fairly frequent. There are many more ref- 
erences to the arts and crafts of Japan and 
China than to the other countries of the 
world. In many entries specific ideas and 
techniques are explained, a feature of the 
_ book intended to aid persons engaged in 
handicraft activities, but techniques are 
oversimplified and thus not adequate for 
practical use. 

The definitions tend to be diffuse or too 
brief, ranging in length from one line (i.e., 
cross stitch) to 21 lines (linoleum block 
print). They usually consist of a series of 
short sentences instead of the concise, 
well~integrated phrases ordinarily found 
in dictionaries. An example is the defini- 
tion impasto: “This is a painting technique. 
The process consists of painting with thick 
paint. The paint is applied to the surface 
with a palette knife (q.v.).” The origin of 
impasto is not given, nor its meaning as 
the mixture of pigment with oil or turpen- 
tine which is used to paint the picture. The

language of the definitions is nontechnical 
and simple enough for children. No pro- 
nunciation is given, and no language deri- 
vation for foreign words. 

A comparison of the Dictionary of Arts 
and Crafts was made with the Dictionary 
of the Arts by Martin L. Wolf (Philosoph- 
ical Library (1951), $10). The Dictionary 
of the Arts has 197 pages and was compiled 
from many authoritative sources. The 
definitions are more informative and more 
concise than are those in the Dictionary of 
Arts and Crafts. In the C sections of the 
two books, of the 304 entries found in 
Stoutenburgh, 242 were also in Wolf, or 
about 76 per cent. 

Some inconsistencies were noted. For 
example, Nuremberg pottery is mentioned, 
but there are no entries for “Gubbio,” 
“majolica,” etc. Cerography is defined, but 
not “gouache” or “pointillism.” Two dif- 
ferent definitions are given for Roxburghe 
binding under the headings Half Rox- 
burghe and rorburghe. Examples of in- 
accuracies noted are: cynotype, which 
should be “cyanotype”; esparto, which is 
a grass found in Spain and Africa, not 
England; and fore edge, which is the front 
or outer edge of a book, rather than “the 
sheets that are cut in such a manner as to 
form the pages that will be opened,” as 
defined here. 

The entries are arranged by words 
rather than by letters and are in bold- 
There are no illustrations. 
Cross references are of two types: the see 
reference is used rarely, and the abbrevia- 
tions (q.v.) and (q.q.v.), not defined nor 
explained in book, are used profusely. 
There are examples of cross references 
that go in both directions. For instance, 
art of light has a cross reference to lumia 
and lumia to art of light,-but the defini- 
tions in each case are practically identical. 
There are very few entries with nothing 
but a cross reference to another entry. 

The binding is green fabrikoid with a 
tan linen back; the lettering is on the spine 
only. Margins and paper are good, and the 
text is in clear, fairly large print. 

The Dictionary of Arts and Crafts is not 
well written and the information given in

Britannica were published in the Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin in January 1930, 
October 1936, October 1939, July 1941, 
October 1945, and for the 1950 printing, 
April 1951. 

The encyclopedia, edited by Walter 
Yust since 1938, “is published with the 
editorial advice and consultation of the 
faculties of The University of Chicago and 
of a committee of members of the faculties 
of Oxford, Cambridge and London uni- 
versities.” John V. Dddge is Managing 
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Editor, John Armitage, London Editor, and 
Reginald Marsh, Art Editor. A recent list 
of advisers indicates that 38 are at the 
University of Chicago and 36 elsewhere. 
Advisers and consultants, to name only a 
few, include Walter Blair, Benjamin Row- 
land, John E. Burchard, Air Marshall 
Douglas Colyer, and Leonard D. White. 

Continuous revision, first evident in the 
1932 printing, provides that each annual 
printing of the encyclopedia will differ 
from that of the previous year in that it 
will include a number of new or revised 
articles which have been prepared for 
publication during the preceding twelve 
months. Under the present policy of con- 
tinuous revision, according to the publish- 
ers, “All articles in Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica are divided into 30 major classifica- 
tions . . . and while any article in any 
classification is subject to revision at any 
time, all 30 major classifications and every 
article in them are carefully scrutinized, 
revised or completely rewritten, in accord- 
ance with a definite timetable . . .: while 
no claim is made that every article . . . is 
completely and beyond question up to date 
at any one particular date on the calendar, 
it is claimed and it is true that every 
article in the entire 24 volumes either has 
been or is being brought completely up to 
date according to a definite schedule... .” 

The editor in chief states that during the 
period 1951 to 1956, 30,027 articles were 
changed, and 467 A and B pages, 1187 
textual pictures, and 1898 new pictures on 
insert plates were added. 

Articles in science and related fields 
show much revision. “In the field of medi- 
cine alone...” writes Mr. Yust in a state- 
ment to the Committee, “out of a total of 
822 articles in the classification, 575 were 
rewritten, revised or reviewed... .” Brain: 
Surgery of the Brain, for example, was 
found to include an expanded section on 
tumors and a new section on psychosur- 
gery. Infantile Paralysis has been revised, 
but is not recent enough to include the 
Salk poliomyelitis vaccine which, however, 
is fully explained in the article Vaccine 
Therapy dated 1955 Some new articles 
are: Penicillin, at the end of which is a

Some 19 
agricultural articles have been gathered 
into a survey article, Agriculture; Atomic 
Energy records developments up to Sep- 
tember 1954; Astronomy has been revised 
in part, with mention of electronics applied 
to astronomical instruments and the new 
branch of astronomy called radio astrono- 
my; Archaeology is rewritten and enlarged 
by 30 pages; Accelerators (Particle) is a 
new eight-page article with bibliography 
dating to 1955. Chemistry is represented 
by new articles: Plutonium and Transu- 
ranium Elements which dates to 1952. The 
article Coffee has been revised and has

A number of articles in the field of aero- 
nautics have been rewritten. Aviation, 
Civil has been revised, but information 
goes only through 1949, and a table of 
flights across the United States extends 
no further than 1946; official records for 
speed are of a 1948 date. The article Sub- 
marines mentions the laying of the keel of 
the “Nautilus,” and again in a section 
Atomic Fuels under Fuel, there is an allu- 
sion to the actual use of nuclear fuels in 
this submarine. 

In geographic entries, the complete re- 
vision of the states, cities, and towns in the 
United States and the United States’ pos- 
sessions was accomplished in 1952, the 
chief over-all revision being the addition 
of the new population figures of the 1950 
census. The 1953 printing brought revi- 
sions in the states, provinces, and towns

The 1953 and 1954 printings 
saw the revision of the countries of the 
other continents through articles rewritten 
wholly or in part. For example, in the 
South Africa article, history goes through 
the ‘April 1953 election and statistics 


through 1951 and 1952. The article Para- . 


guay has been rewritten to include the 
overthrow of Federico Chaves in May and 
the special election of General Alfredo 
Stroessner in July of 1954. Africa has 16 
additional pages and many new maps in 
the text. 

Even though the editors have done a 
good job of revision for the larger geo- 
graphic areas, some of the smaller areas 
outside of America are in need of revision. 
The towns in Europe and Asia seem to 
have been revised in a hit or miss fashion. 
For example, the latest (1946) census pop- 
ulation figure is given for Amboise, 
(France), while a 1938 population estimate 
is given in the longer article Aberdeen 
(Scotland) although there was a census 
in 1951. The lack of revision in the gaz- 
etteer entries in volume 1 alone is respon- 
sible for a number of errors. For example, 
Achin is described as “a Dutch govern- 
ment in Sumatra, Netherlands Indies.” 
(Sumatra has been a part of the United 
States of Indonesia since December 28, 
1949.) Acre, a town in Israel, is placed in 
“British mandated territory and under the 
administrative partition of Palestine.” The 
changes in the article India have not been 
carried through for all smaller areas of 
that country. For example, Mangalore is 
still “a seaport of British India.” The 
population of the capital of Madagascar is 
given as of 1937 and the city is still entered 
under Antananarivo. The index refers 
from Tananarive, the French name, to the 
entry used. One may look in vain, how- 
ever, on the map of Madagascar and in the 
index to the atlas for this city under An- 
tananarivo. 

Although the user of reference works 
has been taught to expect up-to-date pop- 
ulation figures, the fundamental back- 
ground material in any encyclopedia is of

Britannica’s folder prepared for prospec- 
tive purchasers is misleading in its state- 
ment: “. .. in one sense Encyclopaedia 
Britannica is completely up to the minute 
on every subject at all times, because, (1) 
the article in the set contains the history 
and basic facts of the subject while (2) 
the Britannica Book of the Year gives the 
reader important additional facts that may 
have come to light since he purchased his 
set.” Although the Britannica Book of the 
Year does give “important additional 
facts” and is a valuable reference work, 
the yearbook would have to be very much 
larger in order to bring every subject 
completely up to date, and the cost to both 
the publishers and the purchaser would be 
prohibitive. 

In other social science fields also, revi- 
sion varies. United States history has been 
revised through the 1954 elections. Other 
sections under United States (of America) 
carry information through 1950, and the 
bibliography has been expanded to include 
titles published in 1950. United Nations 
has been rewritten to early 1955. There is 
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no bibliography. Eire, which formerly was 
entered under Irish Free State, became the 
Republic of Ireland in 1949, and the article 
has been rewritten, expanded and entered 
under Ireland, Republic of with the history 
continued to mid-1954. A long new article, 
Indian, North American, with seven excel- 
lent plates, a two-page tribal list table, 
and an excellent bibliography dating to 
1951 should be welcome to reference libra- 
rians. There is no article on North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. The material on this 
subject may be found only through the 
index in 16 scattered entries. World War 
Medals and Decorations, a section at the 
end of Numismatics, refers only to World 
War I, although World War II medals have 
been added to the plate for the United 
States and a new plate added: for British 
orders, crosses, and medals. 

There is a brief new article on the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People; the article on the Ameri- 
can Negro has been revised through 1951 
. but is not recent enough to include the 
May 1954 racial segregation decision of 
the Supreme Court. The sections on Negro 
art, drama, music, ete., while adequate, 
were not revised with the rest of the 
article. 

Political science and economics articles 
still need revision at many points. Lobby- 
ing, written in 1935, does not, of course, 
contain a reference to the Federal Reg- 
ulation of Lobbying act of 1946. Federal 
Trade Commission has been rewritten into 
1950; the Federal Reserve System article, 
however, has no later date than 1944. A 
new article Communist Party has dates to 
1951, with bibliography to 1950, though 
party membership in the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics is given only to 1947. 
Prices, Statistics of, contains 1954 figures; 
Lumbering statistics are for 1937; Mag- 
neto, High Tension, gives a world produc- 
tion figure for 1927. The articles on a 
number of companies whose names begin 
with the word “American” have informa- 
tion that dates them at 1940. Listed Se- 
curittes is expanded with bibliography to 
1951, but under Divwidends the table of 
dividends paid in the United States stops 


at 1941. 

The arts include revised articles, partic- 
ularly those on the various national litera- 
tures. Music is extended to allow for re- 
cent history; the page on the United States 
is omitted, although a few American com- 
posers are mentioned under the rewritten 
Music of the 20th Century. The index still 
refers blindly to many of the names listed 
in the section dropped. Although the en- 
cyclopedia takes note of many societies 
organized to promote many interests, such 
associations in the field of music are sparse. 
The Ballet article includes an additional 
plate and new pictures on the old plate, 
but the article has not been revised. Little 
Theatre Movement has been reduced from 
three pages to one half page. Government 
Architecture refers to “the record office” 
in Delhi “now (1928) under construction,” 
and again, to “the proposed group of 
buildings for the League of Nations at 
Geneva.” Poetry has not been revised, and 
although Drama has been rewritten in 
part, the United States section has not 
broken through the barrier of the early 
1930’s. Although the four-volume Dic- 
tionary of American English on Historical 
Principles (University of Chicago Press) 
was published 1936-44, and Mathew’s Dic- 
tionary of Americanisms was published in 
1951, the bibliography at the end of the 
article Americanism contains this state- 
ment: “There is no satisfactory dictionary 
of Americanisms.” 

Sports articles are recent, often contain- 
ing 1954 statistics. Many will miss the 
nearly one dozen extensive tables of con- 
ference football champions which were 
dropped from the 1956 article on football. 

Death dates and other timely informa- 
tion have been added to biographies, e.g., 
Albert Einstein’s death, April 18, 1955, and 
Winston Churchill’s resignation, April 5, 
1955. New articles have been written for 
Nikolai Bulganin, Ralph Bunche, Nikita 
Khrushchev, Mao Tse-tung, Richard Nix- 
on, and Albert Schweitzer, among others. 

The encyclopedia retains a selection of 
the articles (some with more recent ma- 
terial added) which in years gone by 


helped to establish the Britannica as a

scholarly work. These were noted: T. E. 
Lawrence’s Guerrilla Warfare, F. W. Mait- 
land’s English Law, Sigmund Freud’s 
Psychoanalysis, and G. B. Shaw’s Social- 
ism: Principles and Outlook. 

The textual illustrations replaced by 
new ones, the new plates added, and the 
pictures inserted in older plates do a good 
job of keeping the pictorial information 
active. While the black-and-white plates 
are excellent, occasionally the color plates 
are only fair. Out of register, for example, 
is the Jonker diamond, which is in a little 
better state than in the 1950 printing, but 
nevertheless looks little like a sparkling 
diamond. Notable additions in color are 
eight plates of flags and two plates which 
accompany the article Grand Cangon. 

C. S. Hammond & Company maps are 
used in the atlas. They bear evidence of 
some recent changes; for example, Laos, 
Cambodia, and Viet-Nam are mapped as 
independent states, and the “Partition line 
of July 1954” appears on the latter. Korea 
is divided along the armistice line of 1953. 
Insets in many maps give areas around 
large cities in more detail. Railroads are 
traced with a rather heavy red line, but 
the maps, excepting those of England 
which are crowded, are clear and readable. 

There have been small changes in the 
physical make-up. The well-~remembered 
red buckram is no longer offered to libra- 
ries. The two-tone maroon cloth with its 
decorative gold stamping on the spine is 
very attractive. The paper seemed at times 
a trifle less opaque than that of the 1950 
printing. The column dividing line has 


been removed, improving the page appear- 
ance. 

The first volumes of the 1956 and 1950 
printings were compared article by article 
to determine the changes made ın the 
process of revision. (As might be ex- 
pected, it was found that in a number of 
cases equally interesting material had to 
be sacrificed in order to make room for 
new material.) The following will illus- 
trate some of the changes made: Acne— 
condensed by leaving out details of every- 
day treatment and referring the reader to 
a physician; Adirondacks—statistics for 
forest preserve and the bibliography 
dropped; Adolescence—a good article re- 
duced to hardly more than cross refer- 
ences to other articles; Adriatic Sea—re- 
written, omitting the political question 
(now of less interest), and expanding de- 
scriptive material; Adulteration—ancient 
and early history omitted in part. Some- 
times the nature of an article is changed 
as in the case of Professor Raphael Zon’s 
article Forests and Forestry which gave 
considerable space to the physical and 
sociological aspects of forests. The new 
article in the 1956 printing, written by 
Dean F. S. Baker, is two pages shorter and 
emphasizes the economic side of the sub- 
ject. 

Despite the exceptions made in this re- 
view illustrating the fact that continuous 
revision is much like a large stream full of 
small eddies that collect deadwood, the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica is basically a 
very good collection of informative articles 
and monographs written by qualified con- 
tributors. The amount of revision of im- 
portant subjects accomplished since the 
1950 printing is impressive. The 1956 
printing is recommended for home use and 
for libraries including secondary school 
libraries. which have no later printing 
than that for 1950.

(identified today by only a bronze plaque on 
a brewery wail); watches a colo pro- 
cession of the horse guards; feeds the pigeons 
in Trafalgar Square; and visits one of Lon- 
don’s old pubs. Her day of sightseeing is 
climaxed by a dinner at a West End restau- 
rant and midnight cabaret. The film catches 
the mood and tempo of busy, bustling Lon- 
don to such a realistic degree that it is likely 
to fill anyone who has had the good for- 
tune to visit the city’ with nostalgia and 
eagerness to revisit the famous landmarks.

The Blue Book of Awards gives the prin- 
cipal details concerning the major prizes, 
medals, honors, and distinctions, including 
significant graduate scholarships and fel- 
lowships for which citizens of the United 
States and Canada are eligible. According 
to the publisher, this book resulted partly 
from the pooling of a file of awards assem- 
bled by the editors of Who’s Who in Ameri- 
ca, with an extensive file collected by Her- 
bert Brook, New York publisher and edi- 
tor. From the same source it was learned 
that recommendations for inclusion were 
obtained from librarians, educators, donors 
of awards, and subject specialists; and that 
the data from which most of the descriptive 
summaries were prepared were furnished 
by the award donors most of whom subse- 
quently checked both the manuscripts and 
the galley proof of the précis. A star “fol- 
lowing a précis indicates that the published 
data either was not originally supplied on 
the editor’s request by the donor or could 
not be verified.” 

The volume is divided into three sec- 
tions: (1) Index by Donors, (15p.) (2) 
Précis Descriptive of Awards (172p.), and 
(3) Classified Index by Fields (15p.). Sec- 
tion I provides an alphabetical index by 
names of donors and/or sponsors of the 
awards listed in the Section II. Each name 
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. is followed by a page number citation to the 


award or awards for which the donor 
and/or sponsor is responsible. 


Section II, the main body of the book, 
contains a descriptive summary of each 
award. The descriptions are arranged al- 
phabetically by name of award, and cross 
references are employed where the editor 
considered them necessary. There are, for 
instance, references from Eddy to Ameri- 
can Cinema Editor Awards and from Four 
Freedoms Award to Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Four Freedoms Award. The cross refer- 
encing seems adequate. 


The editors seem to have anticipated 
practically all the questions one might ask 
about an award, as most of the summaries 
present in order: (1) the date of the estab- 
lishment of the award; (2) the name of the 
person or organization establishing it (un- 
less this information merely duplicates the 
title); (3) the purpose of the award; (4) 
the qualifications or rules for eligibility; 
(5) if helpful, a physical description of the 
award; (6) when and how frequently it is 
made; (7) the address of the donor to 
which requests for further details may be 
sent, Finally, when pertinent and avail- 
able, recent recipients and their positions 
and addresses are listed, and sometimes 
the specific achievement for which the 
award was presented. Dates for recipjents 
listed are generally omitted, detracting 
slightly from the usefulness of the work. 
The editors however defend this omission 
by stating that they are primarily con- 
cerned with describing the awards and 
only secondarily concerned with the award 
winners. Thus, no special effort has been 
made to obtain the names of recent recipi- 
ents, where they are not readily available, 
or to print a complete list of recipients. 

A specially prepared “coded style,” con- 
sisting of numerals and symbols, has been 
used throughout the précis to provide 
time-saving keys to standardized informa- 
tion. An adequate explanation of these 
numerical keys and symbols is given in the 
front of the book. 

Section JI, the Classified Index by 
Fields, classifies under 59 fields, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, the awards described in 


Section II. This Index enables the user to 
find under such headings as Education, 
Engineering, Music, Religion, and Sports 
the awards listed in his field of interest. 
When an award can be classified under 
more than one field, it is listed under each 
field. Thus the Pulitzer Prizes in Letters 
are listed under both Literature and The- 
ater and the Dance, the Alexander Agassiz 
Medal under Natural History and Wildlife 
and Science, and the General Electric Fel- 
lowship under Engineering as well as 
Physics. Alphabetizing is by main word, 
i.e, Newbery in heading John Newbery 
Medal, and initials are alphabetized as if 
they were a word, eg. NNPA Silver 
Shovel immediately precedes Nobel Prize. 

The comprehensiveness of The Blue 
Book of Awards within a specific field is 
shown by the listing of 195 awards under 
the heading Literature and Book Publish- 
ing, as compared with the 102 awards 
listed under Literary Prizes and Awards 
in the Literary Market Place, 1955-56. 
Only a few awards listed in the Literary 
Market Place are not in the Blue Book 
(e.g., the Elizabeth Janeway Prize, the 
Franklin J. Matchette Foundation Con- 
test, Pacific Northwest Young Readers’ 
Choice Award, and the Zondervan Con- 
tests). 

The book is printed in 8 and 10 point 
type on 60~pound vellum-finish paper and 
bound in dark blue linen with silver 
stamping. The type and binding are satis- 
factory. 

Because it is helpful to have a well-in- 
dexed, one-volume reference book con- 
taining comprehensive information con- 
cerning more than 2500 awards offered to 
citizens of the United States and Canada, 
The Blue Book of Awards is recommended 
for university, college, reference, and pub- 
lic libraries.

This is a preliminary review based on 
the first nine volumes of a projected 18- 
volume set. The set is “an encyclopedic 
anthology” arranged in a non-alphabetical, 
“thematic” arrangement, and is intended 
for children and young people. As stated 
in volume 1, the editors have attempted to 
create a set of books for fun and informa- 
tion, organized in such a way that “re- 
lated ideas could be read with a minimum 
of interruption, and yet in which nearly all 
useful knowledge was ones Volume 
18 will contain the Index. 

There is authority behind the editorship 
with Herbert Zim, educator and author of 
informational books for children in the 
field of science, as editor in chief. Fifty- 
nine of the 85 consultants listed are, like 
the editor in chief, members of the faculty 
of the University of Minois. 

What Children are Interested In, a study 
of the reading interests and informational 
needs of children in grades four to eight 
from the viewpoint of children, parents, 
teachers, and librarians, was used as the 
basis for the selection of material for Our 
Wonderful World, This study, conducted 
and published in 1954 with the assistance 
of a research fund provided by the Spen- 
cer Press, Inc, was made by J. Harlan 
Shores and Herbert C. Rudman of the 
University of Illinois. 

The material in the set consists almost 
entirely of excerpts from published ma- 
terial. The sources are excellent and in 
many instances recent (since 1950). Such 
writers as Carroll Lane Fenton, Henry B. 
Lent, Agnes Rothery, Edward G. Huey, 
and Gertrude Hartman, well known in the 
field of children’s books for their interest- 
ing and accurate writings, are among those 
included. Writers usually identified with 
adult books whose works are included are 
also authorities in their fields. Magazine 
and newspaper articles pertinent to many 
subjects and information from industrial 
concerns are also used. A few introduc- 
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tions and articles were prepared by the 
staff. 


In order to make the most of this set it 
is necessary to understand its “thematic” 
plan of organization. The themes are based 
on five divisions of the knowledge of man: 
The Individual; The Physical Environ- 
ment; Man’s Efforts to Control His En- 
vironment; Man’s Relation to His Fellow 
Man; and Man’s Relation ‘to His Culture. 
Thirty broad themes derived from these 
divisions run through the set. They are: 
Your Body and How It Works; Taking 
Care of Yourself; Living with Self and 
Others; Living and Learning with People; 
Your Life Work; Nature of Matter and 
Energy; The Earth We Live On; Animals; 
Animals and Man; World of Plants; Ex- 
ploring the Universe; Basic Inventions; 
New Materials; Ample Food Supply; Con- 
servation; Exploration; Transportation; 
Better Health; How People Live and 
Work; How People are Governed; Eco- 
nomic Life; Technology and Mass Produc- 
tion; Communication; Quest for World 
Peace; Communities of People; Man’s 
Ideal; The Past; Our Cultural Heritage; 
The Arts; and Enjoyment. Each of the 
themes is touched upon in as many vol- 
umes as possible, in one or more “sections” 
of about 20 pages each. 


One can see the organization and the re- 
lationships between themes in a chart 
which the publisher provides. As an ex- 
ample, the theme “Communities of Peo- 
ple” appears in sections of nearly all the 
volumes. In volume 1 the section related 
to it is on the Southwest States; in volume 
3, The Midwest; in volume 4, New Eng- 
land States, British Isles; in volume 5, 
Countries of the Nile, Tropical South 
America; in volume 6, Middle Atlantic 
states, Europe: Danube to Baltic; etc. 

As is usual in an anthology, Our Won- 
derful World’s coverage of subjects ap- 
pears to depend on the availability of good 
material, interestingly presented. There is 
considerable disparity in the age level of 
the materials within the set. Emphasis is 
on informational material although fiction 
is often included in its relationship to sub- 
jects. For instance, the section “The Rocks

Beneath Our Feet” contains the topic 
“Caves and Caverns” followed by an ex- 
cerpt from The Adventures of Tom Sawyer 
by Mark Twain. The section “Your Ears: 
For Hearing and For Balance,” contains 
an “excerpt from Joth Countryman Retires 
by MacKinlay Kantor. There is little folk 
literature of other lands in the volumes 
examined except for an occasional story 
such as “Wakaima and His Traps” from 
Wakaima and the Clay Man by Ernest 
Balintuma Kalibala and Mary Gould 
Davis. This is in connection with material 
on East Africa. 

Classics are scattered throughout the 
volumes as part of the theme “Our Cul- 
tural Heritage.” Excerpts from the Bible, 
Antigone, The Aeneid, Hamlet, Don 
Quixote, Candide, The Old Curiosity Shop, 
The Three Musketeers, Faust, War and 
Peace, Crime and Punishment, and Treas- 
ure Island are included in volume 7, which 
also contains a section on “American 
Authors” giving short biographies of im- 
portant authors afd very short excerpts 
from their works. 
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The set leaves some question as to how 
children’s minds can “hop” from subject 
to subject, within the individual volume. 
At times the progression seems logical, 
for example: volume 3, section 15 “Fibers 
Clothe the World” is followed in section 
16 by “The Story of Fabrics.” At other 
times the sequence is not so clear; for ex- 
ample, in volume 7, sections 9-13 are 
“Bacteria and Disease,” “Wheels and 
Gears,” “Cage Birds,” “Soybeans and 


Other Legumes,” and “New York City: 


Capital of the World.” 

Each volume has a Table of Contents. 
There are some cross references which the 
publishers call “chain references;” for ex- 
ample, at the close of “America’s First 
Railroads,” an excerpt from Life in Ameri- 
ca by Marshall B. Davidson, there is a 
diagram of a steam engine explaining how 
it works. The text closes with: “You will 
find more interesting information on steam 
engines The Story of Steam Engines, Vol. 
10.” However, there are times when the 
editors have missed an opportunity to de- 
velop interests. For instance, in the section 
“Three Discoveries of America” there is a 
half page entitled “Columbus Made Stamp 
History.” Stamps of the Columbian Issue 
of 1893 are pictured. The text ends with 
“See page 76 for more about Columbus,” 
but there is no reference to further ma- 
terial on stamps. No consistent pattern is 
followed in either the chain references or 
the annotated bibliographies at the ends of 
various sections although the bibliogra- 
phies are more plentiful than the chain 
references. 

Since the Index will be in volume 18, 
which has not yet been published, it is 
impossible now to determine its adequacy 
as a fact-finding device. 

With the school and library edition the 
publishers provide a set of analytic cards 
for each volume in order to “facilitate the 
use of Our Wonderful World as a refer- 
ence, particularly before the Index is 
available.” The cards for volume 7 which 
were examined include only 23 analytics. 
Since these are from the main section 
headings of the volume, many subjects 
which are treated within the sections do 
not appear. 


There is no provision for keeping the 
set up to date. This may to some extent ° 
weaken its use as a reference tool since 
some materials are already out of date. 
For instance, statistics for 1953 are given 
in the chart on home accidents. However, 
the five-year reference service provided 
with the deluxe edition may somewhat off- 
set this lack. 

The publisher’s claims to have provided 
a set for “browsing... motivational read- 
ing, or just downright enjoyment” are 
justified. Until the set is complete with 
index it is impossible to judge its useful- 
ness for reference. The books are recom- 
mended by the publishers for ages 8-18. 
However, it would be'only the unusually 
gifted child of eight who would be able to 
read much of the material and to appre- 
ciate the thematic approach, and its appeal 
to the 18-year-old is doubtful. 

The nine volumes so far examined are 
profusely illustrated, an illustration to al- 
most every page. The illustrations repro- 
duced by lithography come from a variety 
of sources and: are suitable to the ideas 
presented. Some are in full color and many 
have color used as decoration. The charts 
and graphs are plentiful and easily read. 
There are good interest-rousing questions 
at the beginning of each volume. 

The paper is strong and the type attrac- 
tive and easily read. The volumes, though 
heavy, are well bound. 

Our Wonderful World should not be 
considered as a substitute for the actual 
boóks excerpted in its volumes. For publie 
libraries that can afford it without 
jeopardizing their purchasing of individual 
books, for homes where children will use 
the set as an interest stimulant to further 
reading, and for school libraries that can 
afford it and where gifted children have 
time to use it, the set as so far published 
merits consideration.

A. good general picture of Tunisia. Starts with 
a brief historical background that emphasizes 
repeated invasions of the country and shows 
its use as the battleground of the desert cam- 
paign against Rommel in World War II.

and the direction of the government by the 
French resident-general in spite of Tunisia’s 
own ruler is indicated. Material on the cur- 
rent situation covers farming, the basis of the 
economy although methods are still primitive; 
construction of two dams; operation of a fac- 
tory manufacturing the important export 
produe: of sulphuric acid; measures for the 

ealth protection of children; housing devel- 
opments: schools; establishment of a free 
library; museums which house rare Arabic 
manuscripts; and Arab markets. Contrasts of 
old and new side by side are shown as are 
the poverty and needs of people gradually 
learning to make a better way for themselves. 
Although the cooperation of the French is 
stressed and the fact that the real government 
is still in the hands of the French is not 
questioned, the film is recommended for use 
with adult discussion groups.

other work in the group of international 


. reference books, The World of Learning, 


Europa, Orbis, The Middle East, and The 
International Who’s Who, issued by 
Europa Publications. According to this 
publisher the “book will enlighten all who 
wish to know what the British Common- 
wealth really is at the present time, how 
it has evolved, who its members are, and 
what its purpose is. It will present... not 
only the historical and economic back- 
ground of the Commonwealth as a whole, 
but also a wealth of’ detailed facts and 
figures about each territory.” 
Introductory material consists of essays 
on the evolution of the Commonwealth, 
its economic aspects, including statistics, 
and the work of the Commonwealth Re- 
lations Office and the Colonial Office. The 
editors then present detailed information 
for each member of the Commonwealth, 
beginning with the United Kmgdom and 
ending with the island territories, Hong 
Kong, Falkland Islands, Fiji, and others. 
Two kinds of information are given; the 
first consists of articles on the geography 
and the history of a country, and an eco- 
nomic survey ofeach, written by “experts 
in their respective fields who are either 
nationals of the country concerned or who 
know it well.” The.second type of infor- 
mation includes for almost every area a 
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statistical survey, an account of its con- 
stitution, officials of its government, 
_ political parties, something of its religion, 
its press, its publishers, lists of banks, and 
broadcasting companies, followed by the 
names of learned societies, research insti- 
tutes, libraries, universities, together with 
lists of the administrative officers con- 
nected with them. 


The fairly long scholarly articles on each 
country entitled Geography, History, and 
Economic Survey respectively, written by 
experts for this particular work, provide 
valuable background material on each 
member of the Commonwealth assembled 
conveniently in one work. According to 
the Acknowledgment, the historical sec- 
tions were organized by Professor S. 
Graham, Rhodes Professor of Imperial 
History at King’s College, University of 
London. Dr. W. B. Fisher, Head of the 
Department of Geography, Durham Col- 
leges, University of Durham, “contributed 
several of the geographical sections and 
commissioned and supervised the rest, and 
the maps.” A large number of contributors 
are members of university faculties; a few 
are newspaper men, and some, government 
officials. The names, for which initials are 
used at the end of articles, may be found 
in the Acknowledgment; the initials of at 
least two writers seem not to be ex- 
plained anywhere. An occasional Econom- 
ic Survey is not signed at all. This is true 
of those on New Zealand and British West 
Africa. 

For many countries, the material follow- 
ing these first three articles ıs, under- 
standably, essentially the same information 
that has appeared previously in other 
works of Europa Publications, mainly 
Europa, which was reviewed in Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin, January 1932, and 
Orbis, which covers Africa, America, Asia, 
and Australia, The latter was reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, January 
1939. For example, the information given 
in The British Commonwealth for Great 
Britain, beginning with the Statistical Sur- 
vey and covering 163 pages, is almost the 
same as that in the loose-leaf section on 
that country in Europa dated June 1955. 


There are only a few differences between 
the articles on Rhodesia and Nyasaland in ' 
The British Commonwealth and those on 
that Federation in the section of Orbis 
published January 1955. However, when 
information on a country has not been 
brought up to date in Europa or Orbis, 
more and later information on it is to be 
found in The British Commonwealth. For 
India most of the material in Orbis and 
The British Commonwealth is similar but 
the Table of Government Revenue and 
Expenditure has been brought up to date 
in the latter and a Table of Shipping has 
been added. Lists of officials, changes in 
constitutions, etc., and statistics, though 
less detailed, can also be found for all 
these countries in The Statesman’s Year- 
book, and some in the Colonial Office List 
issued by the Great Britain Colonial Office. 
The Commonwealth Relations Office List 
1956 too contains material of this type. 
The description of the physical features, 
the climate, and the economic life of 
Cyprus in The British Commonwealth is 
practically the same as corresponding sec- 
tions in another Europa Publications work, 
The Middle East On religion more infor- 
mation is given in the latter. The lists of 
learned societies, research institutes, uni- 
versities and colleges, etc., with names of 
their administrative officers, correspond 
fairly well with similar lists in The World 
of Learning 1956 (third edition of which 
was reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, April 1951) or in Europa or 
Orbis. Such information, of course, is also 
to be found in the new Minerva, of which 
the two volumes on universities outside 
of Europe were issued in 1956. 


The Table of Contents enables one to 
locate, with ease, the sections on large 
countries, eg., Canada, Australia, India; 
the Index to Regions, Countries, Terri- 
tories and Islands, at the front of the 
work, must be consulted for smaller areas 
like Jersey, Papua, Singapore. Then often 
the Synopsis of Subjects for that area, 
which precedes the material on the 
country, must also be examined. A de- 
tailed index in the back of the work like 
that in The Statesman’s Year-book would

An ex- 
planation of abbreviations used is part of 
the introductory material; many of these 
are tobe found in the sections on learned 
societies and universities: B.M.A., A.R.LC., 
M.A.; others are abbreviations for regions: 
P.E.L, Prince Edward Island, Man., Mani- 
toba. 


It is difficult to check the accuracy of 
statistics because of the variation in 
sources given. For many countries official 
government figures are cited; sometimes 
the name of the government agency alone 
is given as a source. This is true of the 
Statistical Survey of Canada and of India, 
where such agencies are listed at the end 
of the Survey, apparently as sources for 
all the statistics. For Great Britain, on the 
other hand, the name of the office is pro- 
vided for every table of statistics with the 
occasional addition of the title of its pub- 
lication. The same is true of South Africa. 


For Cyprus, statistics are not quoted as 


being from any particular source. 

The material of all types is up to date. 
Statistics for many areas go through 1955; 
others end with 1954. History is brought 
up to the present for most countries; e.g., 
in the article on Malaya the visit of Dato 
Abdul Rahman to London in January 
1956 is mentioned. 


A bibliography of a little more than 
four pages in length appears at the end 
of the book, followed by eight outline 
maps of the commonwealths, on which 
names of important cities are printed. In 
the Book List “all that has been attempted 

. is to give a list of the standard works 
and of some other, mostly recent, pub- 
lications which may -be useful to. the 
general reader.” For most countries much 
more extensive bibliographies are to be 
found in The Statesman’s Year-book. 


This book is similar in appearance to 
the other books of the series mentioned 
above. It is well bound in maroon leather 
cloth; it is printed in clear type on good 
paper in two columns. The attractive end 
papers contain outline maps of the conti- 
nents on which the location of members 
of the British Commorfwealth is indicated. 

The British Commonwealth 1956 pre- 


sents in a single, convenient volume ac- | 


curate, recent information on each member 
of the British Commonwealth. However, 
because much of this material may be 
found in the sections of Europa and Orbis 
that have been kept up to date by the same 
publisher, in The Statesman’s Year-Book, 
in The Colonial Office List, and in The 
Commonwealth Relations Office List, as 
well as in yearbooks of individual coun- 
tries, the work does not seem essential to a 
reference collection which contains these 
books. Nevertheless, for the large public 
or university library that can afford it, 
The British Commonwealth 1956 is rec- 
ommended.

of biographical reference books of Euro- 


pean countries published in English by 
the Intercontinental Book and Publishing 
Company, Ltd. Other titles are Who’s 
Who in Austria, Who’s Who in Switzer- 
land, and Who’s Who in Central and East 
Europe. Volumes yet to appear are Who’s 
Who in Belgium, Who’s Who in Italy, and 
Who’s Who in Spain. Who’s Who in France 
is in French. 

This volume was printed in Germany 
by R. Oldenbourg, Munich, who is also 
listed on the title page as the German edi- 
tor. The editors are Horst G. Kliemann 
and Dr. Stephen S. Taylor. Both Kliemann 
and Oldenbourg are listed in Wer ist Wer 
and in Who’s Who in Germany as publish- 
ers. No further biographical material was 
found on Dr. Taylor. 

The obvious comparison for Who’s Who 
in Germany is with the 12th (1955) edi- 
tlon of Wer ist Wer. The Preface of the 
former states that thé coverage is for the 
Federal Republic only while the Preface 
of Wer ist Wer makes no such limiting

statement. Whos Who in Germany con- 
tains about 10,000 biographies and Wer 
ist Wer 15,000. Under B, Who’s Who in 
Germany lists 1275 names and Wer ist 
Wer 1564. Both contain many of the game 
names of course. . 

The information given in both Interna- 
tional Who’s Who for 1955 and Who’s 
Who in Germany is almost identical, al~ 
though the latter gives the occupation of 
the biographee’s father in many cases. 
Each biographical entry lists the occupa- 
tion, education, family, birth date and 
place, career, and address of the bio- 
graphees. In some instances recreation, 
awards, publications, and affiliations are 
listed. l 

The biographees represent every field, 
but business and industry are probably 
the most widely represented. Out of 299 
entries in the A section, 124 fall into this 
category. Occupations listed are factory 
managers, members of boards of directors, 
business executives, contractors, manufac- 
turers, general managers, and factory 
owners. ) 










The Preface acknowledges inaccuracies , 


because of the difficulty in obtaining some 
material and asks that readers note mis- 
takes and also suggest other prominent 
individuals for inclusion. A tear-out page 
is provided for this purpose. The Preface 
also admits that many of the translations 
of occupations and official titles are quite 
free. 

The volume contains in addition to the 
biographical entries a separately paged Di- 
rectory of Organizations, Associations, and 
Institutions. These are grouped according 
to the following types: Political Organi- 
zations, German Diplomatic Missions and 
Institutions Abroad, Institutions in Ger- 
many with Relations Abroad, Economic 
Institutions, Institutions of Higher Learn- 
ing, Museums, Libraries, Archives, Arts 
and Sciences, Religious Institutions, Cul- 
tural Institutions, and Miscellaneous Or- 
ganizations. A check on political parties 
shows that only the five represented in 


the present Bundestag are named, and . 


these are in agreement with The States- 
man’s Year-book, 1956. The section on 
German Diplomatic Missions Abroad lists 
the addresses of embassies and consulates 
in other countries but omits the names of 
ambassadors and consuls. Of the personnel 
at the German Embassy in Washington 
listed in the U.S. Department of State Dip- 
lomatic List for August 1956 only the am- 
bassador, Heinz L. Krekeler, has a bio- 
graphical entry. There are no biographies 
for the following members of the cabinet 
as of April 1956: Fritz Neumayer, Dr. 
Heinrich Ltibke, Anton Storch, Dr. Viktor- 
Emanuel Preusker, and Dr. Franz Josef 
Wuermeling, although they are listed in 
the section on the Federal Government. 

Following the biographical section is a 
list of the Nobel Prize winners born in 
Germany, and also a list of the Knights 
of the Order “Pour le Mérite” for Sci- 
ences and Arts born in Germany. 

The format of the book is good. Bound 
in red buckram and reinforced, it will 
withstand ordinary library usage. Un- 
fortunately the inner gutter is narrow 
which would make rebinding difficult. The

The flow of blood is fol- 
lowed through the sections of the heart, lungs, 
and kidneys, with an analysis of the functions 
of these organs and their interrelationships 
and the effects upon the blood. The work of 
the heart is illustrated further by sequences 
showing a live dog’s heart in action. This clear 
exposition of the circulatory system will be 
useful with adolescent and adult groups iater- 
ested in the functions of the human circula- 
tory system and in general health.

The work under review was also pub- 
lished as “second edition” in London by 
Burns, Oates in July, 1926 at £12/12. The 
pagination of the four volumes is identical 
with the American printing. The Impri- 
matur is that of the Vicar General of the 
Archdiocese of Westminster in both sets, 
and js dated 1953. 

The original edition of this work was 
written over a period of some 30 years by 
the Rev. Alban Butler (1711-1773), an 
English Roman Catholic secular priest, 
and was published anonymously in Lon- 
don, 1756-59, in four large volumes under 
the title of The Lives of the Fathers, Mar- 
tyrs and other Principal Saints. Lowndes’ 
The Bibliographer’s Manual of English 
Literature and Allibone’s A Critical Dic- 
tionary of English Literature give the date 
of the first edition as 1745 and the collation 
as five volumes, but no such edition is 
held by the British Museum and The Dic- 
tionary of National Btography does not 
mention it. A second edition in 12 volumes 
was published in Dublin in 1779-80 and 
there have been many reprints and new 
editions throughout the nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries. The work has 
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also appeared in both French and Italian 
translations. 

The edition under review is the second 
revision undertaken by Thurston and Att- 
water. Their first revision was published 
in 12 volumes, 1926-38, in London by 
Burns, Oates & Washbourne, and in the 
United States by P. J. Kenedy & Sons. Fa- 
ther Thurston died in 1939, and although 
work on this.second revision was begun 
before the first revision was completed, 
most of the editorial work and responsibil- 
ity is that of Donald Attwater. The entry 
for Mr. Attwater in Catholic Authors 
states that he edited the Benedictine peri- 
odical Pax, the Quarterly Review from 
1922 to 1928, and has written widely on the 
Churches of the Eastern Rite in which he 
became interested while a soldier in the 
‘ Middle East. He has compiled The Golden 
Book of Eastern Saints (Milwaukee: 
Bruce Pub. Co., 1938); A Dictionary of 
Saints, Rev. ed. (London: Burns, Oates, 
1948); A Dictionary of the Popes (Lon- 
don: Burns, Oates, 1939), and A Diction- 
ary of Mary (N.Y.: P. J. Kenedy, 1956). 
Father Thurston, on whose work the pres- 
ent edition is largely based, was an ac- 
knowledged savant of hagiographical liter- 
ature and was neither uncritical nor cred- 
ulous. He edited Butler rather drastically 
in some ways. Butler used the , best 
sources available at the time, but new 
knowledge has made most of his authori- 
ties valueless today. Thurston’s work was 
highly praised by the Rev. Hippolyte Dele- 
haye, S.J., president of the Society of Bol- 
landists, a group of scholars who are con- 
cerned with the study of the lives of saints. 
Mr. Attwater was helped greatly in having 
Father Paul Grosjean, President of the 
Society of Bollandists, read the proofs of 
this second edition. 

The introduction, made up of Father 
Thurston’s prefaces to the 1926-38 edition, 
states that the main “object [of this book] 
is to provide a short, but readable and 
trustworthy, account of the principal saints 
who ...are generally familiar to Catholics 
of English speech.” It 1s this Committee’s 
opinion that the object is achieved suc- 
cessfully. 


The biographies of the saints and beati - 
are arranged by their feast days with each ° 
of the four volumes contaming three 
months. Other fixed feasts, such as the 
Exaltation of the Holy Cross, are included, 
but movable feasts such as Corpus Christi 
and Christ the King are not. Each volume 
has a table of contents arranged by the > 
days of the month with a list of the feasts 
for each day. On each day the first saint 
mentioned is one who is commemorated in 
the general calendar of the Western 
Church, if there is one for that day. The 
order of the other saints is chronological 
by death date. The category of each saint 
is according to Western liturgical usage, 
except that the title “confessor” is omitted. 
Any male saint without title is therefore a 
confessor. If the categories do not in some 
cases agree with liturgical usage, it is be- 
cause newer knowledge has revised a 
saint’s description and liturgical usage is 
very slow to change. . 

Each volume has an alphabetical index 
at the back referring to the page in the 
volume where the life of the saint is found. 
A general index of names is provided at 
the end of volume four referring to the 
date on which each saint is commemorated. 
There are cross references from variant 
spellings and alternative names, and for 
individual members of groups of martyrs. 
When saints are commemorated in pairs, 
the name of each is listed individually. 
The only names not appearing in both 
these indexes are those of individual mem- 
bers of groups of martyrs when the in- 
dividuals have only a bare mention in the 
text. The set is easy to use from the stand- 
point of either name or date. A brief bibl- 
ographical note follows each life. These 
notes have been brought up to date, as 
many have entries in the 1950’s and a few 
in 1954, 

The Preface to the Second Edition, 
identical in the English and American 
printings, states that the aim was to ab- 
breviate the first edition of 1926-38 by 
about 10 per cent so as to get the former 
12 volumes into 4 and to make room for 
new beatifications and canonizations of 
the past 15 years. Some of the brief no- 
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‘\ tices of obscure saints have been dropped 


altogether. 

One could wish that the American pub- 
lishers- had called the book “second” in- 
stead of “complete” edition, as was done 
in the English printing. There is no com- 
. plete Lives of the Saints nor is there any- 
where a complete listing. “Completeness 
of any sort is a simple impossibility,” says 
Father Thurston in the introduction to 
this edition. This being a work for Eng- 
lish-speaking Catholics, the biographies of 
English martyrs are generally more de- 
tailed than those of other saints, except for 
very well-known or recently canonized or 
beatified persons. Though none of the 
biographies is very long, the bibliographi- 
cal notes direct the scholar to more ex- 
haustive material. This is a reference book 
somewhat like a biographical dictionary in 
which the sketches are long enough to 
satisfy the ordinary reader but not the 
scholar bent on a complete treatment. It 
is, however, a scholarly book, employing 
a historically critical evaluation of the 
legends of the saints as compared to the 
older homiletical devotional approach. 

There really is not a great deal of the 
original work of Butler left in this new 
revision. In the matter of style, Butler’s 
writing strikes the twentieth-century 
reader as unduly discursive, monotonous, 
repetitious, and entirely too homiletical in 
tone. To test the survival of Butler mate- 
rial, the London, 1847 reprint of the orig- 
inal edition was compared with the first 
and second Thurston-Attwater editions. 
For the month of September Butler has 
128 entries, 1926-38 edition has 190, and 
the edition under review has 202. But of 
the present 202 entries for September, only 
91 are of the same saints as are in the 
original edition. Some 32 of Butler’s sub- 
jects have been dropped and 101 others 
have been added Even more striking is 
the editing that has been done on the en- 
tries. For example, the feast of the Ezxal-~ 
tation of the Holy Cross, September 14th, 
is described in the Butler edition of 1847 
in 12 pages, four of which are long notes in 
very fine print. Three pages and a bibli- 
ographical note suffice for the 1926-38 edi-

only is given to this feast. A reading of 
both the original and new editions’ ac- 
counts of this feast shows that only two 
or three sentences of Butler have sur- 
’ vived; it also demonstrates the superiority 
of the new edition for the average reader. 

Butler’s original work has about 1,486 
entries and the new edition has about 
2,565. The Book of Saints, a Dictionary... 
Compiled by the Benedictine Monks of St. 
Augustine’s Abbey, Ramsgate, (4th ed.; 
N.Y.: Macmillan, 1947) is estimated to 
have 6,400 entries. Its entries are only a 
few lines long, except for major saints 
such as apostles and for some English 
saints. It is arranged alphabetically with 
a calendar at the end. In its 708 pages a 
great deal of condensed information may 
be found. Its price of $7 makes it an inex- 
pensive ready-reference book. Although 
The Book of Saints contains more than 
twice as many entries as Butler’s Lives, 
the feast of the Exaltation of the Holy 
Cross, mentioned above, is not to be found 
in the book, even though this feast has the 
rank of a greater double in the Roman 
Missal. 

The new Butler’s Lives is a handsome, 
well-made set of volumes with good bind- 
ing though not generous inside margins. 
They should stand up well under heavy 
use for a long time. The readable type is 
printed on a good quality cream white 
paper. 

Volume four has three Appendixes. Two 
are by Father Thurgton: the first is a 
memoir of Alban Butler, followed by a

The new edition of Thurston-Attwater-

ten, authoritative biographical dictionary 
with some 2,900 pages in four well-made, . 
good-looking volumes. It is the most up- 
to-date work in the field of hagiography in 
English and is recommended for purchase 
by libraries where there is a need for ma- 
terial on this subject. 


A Treasury of Jewish Quotations. Edited 
by Joseph L. Baron. New York, Crown, 
1956. xiv, 623p. ‘23cm. cloth $5.95; to 
schools and libraries, 20 per cent dis- 
count. 

A Treasury of Jewish Quotations is a 
new publication which according to the 
editor “is the first attempt at an all-inclu- 
sive compilation, covering the entire range 
of Jewish history and thought in all ages, 
all lands, and all tongues.” The volume 
consists of aphorisms, maxims, proverbs, 
and quotations from both Jewish and non- 
Jewish authors. The latter are indicated 
by asterisks. The term “Jewish author- 
ship” includes authors born of Jewish par- 
ents and other writers who chose to identi- 
fy themselves with the Jewish faith. Au- 
thors who were only in part of Jewish 
stock and who moved outside of the sphere 
of Jewish creative work are not included. 

The editor is Rabbi Joseph L. Baron, au- 
thor of Sand and Stars, Candles in the 
Night, In Quest of Integrity, and many 
articles and pamphlets. 

The quotations are selected from a wide 
range of sources which include the Bible, 
the Apocrypha, the Talmud, the Mishna, 
the Midrash, the Zohar, and many other 
works of Jewish history and folklore. 
Sources are not limited to Biblical and 
post-Biblical literature; there are many 
quotations from later figures, even con- 
temporary ones such as Milton Berle, Ed- 

“die Cantor, Irwin Shaw, Maxwell Boden- 

heim, and John Dewey. 

The quotations are arranged in alpha- 
betical order under 1,004 topics. Both the 
topics and the quotations relating to them 
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\ arte numbered. Within each topic the quo- 


tations are arranged alphabetically by au- 
thor, except for Biblical passages, which 
come first and follow the order assigned to 
them in the Jewish version of the Scrip- 
ture, Subdivisions of topics are indicated 
by letters. Thus, the first quotation listed 
under the third subdivision of topic num- 
ber 845 Speech has the number 845.C.1. 

It would be helpful to the user if the 
method used to indicate subdivisions of 
topics were given in the Explanatory Note 
which precedes the quotations, as well as 
at the beginning of the Subject Index. 

The Explanatory Note states that two 
indexes are provided to facilitate the find- 
ing of a specific quotation: an Index of 
Authors and an Index of Select Lines ar- 
ranged alphabetically according to the first 
word. Actually the two indexes are an 
Author Index and a Subject Index; an In- 
dex of Select Lines is not included. The 
Author Index contains a brief character- 
ization of each author directly quoted and 
the years of his birth and death or the 
century in which he lived. Other special 
features of the volume are a Bibliography 
and a Glossary of 79 terms for the benefit 
of those who are not familiar with the 
Hebrew and Yiddish words and phrases 
which appear in the book. 

The volume is sturdily bound, and the 
print is clear. Inner margins are too nar- 
row for rebinding. 

A Treasury of Jewish Quotations pre- 
sents in one volume Jewish thoughts from 
Biblical days to present times drawn from 
a variety of sources. The organization by 
topics makes it a convenient tool for 
writers and speakers. It will be a useful 
addition to the reference books of quota- 
tions which are already available. A 
Treasury of Jewish Quotations is recom- 


mended.

High lights of the informal tour 
are an old Phoenician tower, a medieval ca- 
thedral, a Moorish castle, a market, and a 
fiesta, with recurring glimpses of sea and cliff. 
An outstanding travelog, exceptional for its 
colér photography, which captures the tran- 
quillity and beauty of the island.

Landscape painter's 
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Dictionary of Latin Literature. By James 
H Mantinband. New York, Philosoph- 
ical Library [c1956] vi, 303p. 21.5cm. 
crown linen $7.50, i 


According to the Preface, “here for the 
first time ... the whole span of classical 
and medieval Latin literature is treated, 
from the earliest authors of the Republic 
... to the so-called Neo-Latin authors of 
the Renaissance, ... There is no effort to 
include all the obscure grammarians, an- 
nalists, jurists, patristic and theological 
authors, Popes and Schoolmen.” The ar-' 
ticles (approximately 3,000, according to 
the book jacket) are found under “the 
majn authors, works, types of literature, 
periods or trends, characters of literature 
and mythology, technical terms, and a 
number of related fields.” No clue as to: 
the author’s qualifications is given in the 
book, on the jacket, or in several standard 
reference works. 

The articles range from one line to two 
pages in length; most have 12 lines or less. 
Most entries are for authors or titles, but 
there are also numerous subject entries. 
Subjects are not always consistently 
chosen for inclusion, and broad subjects 
are often dealt with in brief compass and 
hence receive superficial treatment. Some 
topics seem likely to interest the casual 
reader rather than the scholar. 

The pattern for selecting titles to be 
indexed is not clear. Titles by Coperni- 
cus are not indexed, but those by Corip- 
pus are. Two of the four works by Lac- 
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tantius are indexed, the other two are 
not. 

There is heavy emphasis on authors of 
the medieval period and later. By count 
of the authors entered under B, and N 
through P, 100 lived before 600 A.D., 177 
later. Of the latter, 31 lived after 1500; 
included are’ modern scholars such as 
Bentley, Bury, and Nettleship. 

Under V comparison by count was made 
for all classical entries, including cross 
references, in Mantinband, the Every- 
man’s Library edition of William Smith’s 
Smaller Classical Dictionary (London: 
J. M. Dent, 1927. 610p.) and the Oxford 
Classical Dictionary (Oxford: Clarendon 
Press, 1949. 971p.). The classical entries 
are 87, 93, and 179 respectively. Surpris- 
ingly, only 21 entries are common to both 
Mantinband and Smth. This is the result 
‘of a sharp difference in emphasis. Two 
thirds of the Smith entries are geograph- 
ical names (of which there are few in 
Mantinband) and persons other than 
authors. Nearly half of the Mantinband 
classical entries are titles and minor au- 
thors, many of whom might well have 
been excluded as “obscure” (see Preface 
quoted above). 

There are various inaccuracies. Abel- 
ard could not have been a “great teacher, 
scholar and critic of the University of 
Paris,” for the University itself was not in 
existence during his lifetime. Altus Pros- 
ator was written by St. Columba, not St. 
Columbia. Richard Bentley is remem- 
bered by scholars as much for his exces- 
sive use of conjectural emendations as for 
insisting on the importance of sound texts. 
Columbanus did not found the monastery 
of St. Gall. Henry of Augsburg’s Planctus 
Evae (better translated as Lament over 
Eve than as Eve’s Lament) has been pub- 
lished (not has “survived’’) only in part; 
the entire text is scheduled to be pub- 
lished shortly. 

The information given is sometimes re- 
dundant, authors frequently being identi- 
fied by both century and birth and death 
dates. At other times, ‘the information is 
insufficient. Could not Aretino, “human- 
ist and historian of the Italian Renais- 
sance,” have been further identified by 


city, century, and works? The autobiog- 
raphy of Othloh of St. Emmeram, of im- 
portance historically because of its ob- 
servations on the Norman invasion of 
England, is not mentioned. The impor- 
tance of Gaunile’s Liber pro Insipientt 
(its opposition to Anselm’s views) is not 
brought out. Aside from eight lines of 
general information under Editions of 
Classical Texts, the reader is not told 
where to turn for the best editions of spe- 
cific authors. Cross references, however, 
although occasionally not carefully made, 
are common, mostly in the form of q.v. 
and see references from one form of name 
to another, or from title to author. 

The Oxford Classical Dictionary gives 
13 two-column pages to Scholarship in 
Modern Times, including a column and a 
half of bibliography. Scholarship, Classi- 
cal, in Modern Times is discussed by 
Mantinband in half a page. The article 
includes the names of 49 scholars. About 
half of these are the subjects of brief arti- 
cles elsewhere; several are identified only 
by surname and initials, and several have 
no birth and death dates given. Organiza- 
tion of all this material in tables outside 
the general alphabet would have made it 
easier to use. 

Bibliographical references at the end of 
the various Mantinband articles are limited 
to occasional notes such as “OCD” or 
“Waddell,” which refer to a list of Ref- 
erences at the end of the volume. Eleven 
titles appear in the list; eight cover the 
medieval period only, and seven of the au- 
thors are given surnames only. Some other 
sources used are not included in the list; 
Ferm’s Encyclopedia of Religion, for ex- 
ample, is cited on page 152, and Beare’s 
The Roman Stage on page 274. 

The references listed are inadequate in 
both number and quality. A second edi- 
tion of Raby’s History of Christian Latin 
Poetry was published in 1953; but the 
1927 edition is used here. Standard older 
works such as Martin von Schanz’s Ge- 
schichte der römischen Litteratur (1905- 
20) and Wilhelm S. Teuffel’s work by the 
same title (5. Aufl., 1890) apparently were 
not used. Rand’s Founders of the Middle 
Ages is now considered outtlated because 
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of extensive work done on the medieval 
period over the past generation. Since 
the fruits of recent research have usually 
appeared in periodical literature, the lack 
of attention given it is particularly unfor- 
tunate. 

The format of the book is satisfactory, 
the type is clear, and the author’s style is 
generally simple and readable. The at- 
tempt to provide a quick reference tool 
to cover both classical and medieval Latin 
literature is commendable, Unfortunately 
the various inaccuracies, the inadequacy 
of the bibliography, and the poorly bal- 
anced selection and handling of topics 
provide evidence of a lack of scholarly 
editing. Instead of being a “complete 
volume dealing with all periods and as- 
pects of Latin literature from the earliest 
alassical times ... until the Renaissance,” 
the Dictionary of Latin Literature is 
mediocre in its coverage and not depend- 
able as a work of reference. It is not 
recommended.

This third edition of The Oxford Com- 
panion to American Literature is quite 
similar to the first edition reviewed in the 
Subscription Books Bulletin in April 1942. 
The compiler, a professor of English and 
author of books and articles in the field 
of literature, has retained the same alpha- 
betical arrangement of unsigned entries. 
These are primarily brief biographical 
sketches of authors and summaries and 
descriptions of American novels, stories, 
essays, poems, and plays. A few entries 
on literary schools, literary societies, 
magazines, and awards are included, to- 
gether with geographical and historical 
information especially pertinent to the 
field of American literature, e.g., Boston, 
or Shiloh, Battle of. An appended chron- 
ological index covers the years 1000 to 
1955, with parallel columns for literary 
and social history. 

The volume’s stated purpose to provide 
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“Neither you nor |... have ever

ready references, not only to materials 
concerning the written word in America, 
but also to many allied subjects, empha- 
sizes its greater value for a home library 
or in a small reference collection than in 
those collections containing historical dic- 
tionaries, other sources of biography, and 
literary histories. Its aim to appeal to the 
general reader or student probably ex- 
plains the omission of younger American 
writers, eg. Flannery O’Connor and 
Peter Taylor, both well recognized in 
literary circles, but neither of them best 
sellers nor the recipients of a Pulitzer 
Prize. Other evidences of the general ap- 
proach are the omission of certain bibli- 
ographic data for titles, and omission of 
works about an author, even when a con- 
siderable body of criticism exists, e.g., for 


William Faulkner. 

It has been noted in Winchell’s Guide 
to Reference Books that the second edi- 
tion of this handbook, published in 1948, 
has fewer entries but longer articles than 
Burke and Howe, American Authors and 
Books (N.Y.: Gramercy, 1943); that bio- 
graphical sketches are longer and give 
more facts; that synopses are longer; and 
that more space is given to the social and 
cultural background of American litera- 
ture and to biographies and discussions of 
men and movements, social, economic, 
scientific, military, political, and religious, 
in their effects upon literature. However, 
Burke and Howe gives complete dates of 
birth and death whereas Oxford Com- 
panion gives year only. This comparison 
continues to hold true in the third edition 
of The Oxford Companion. , 

The biographical sketches are usually 
longer in The Oxford Companion than in 
Benéťľs Readers Encyclopedia (N.Y.: 
Crowell, 1955) and there are additional 
biographical sketches for American 
writers or historical figures not found in 
Benét. For example, 22 entries in Oxford 
Companion for the letters M-Mad are not 
in Benét, most of them biographical 
sketches of writers, some living, eg. 
Carey McWilliams; some deceased, e.g., 
James McHenry. For these letters, 29 
entries will be found in both titles. 

Certain omissions of Canadian authors 
noted in the Subscription Books Bulletin 
review of the first edition have not been 
added to the third edition (Pickthall, 
Johnson, Le May, Garneau, and Howe). 
Also retained is the practice of entering 
two or more members of a family which 
has attained literary importance under 
the name of the individual who attained 
greatest importance, with subordinate en- 
tries for the other members of the family, 
eg., Beecher, Lyman, with subordinate 
entries for Catherine Esther Beecher and 
Henry Ward Beecher. This was criticized 
in the review of the first edition as being 
confusing to the reader who may look for ` 
the entry in its proper alphabetic se- 
quence and may fail to find a cross refer- 
ence, 

Since the second edition ‘is found in 
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many reference collections (and because 
the first one was recommended for gen- 
eral reference use in the Subscription 
Books Bulletin), the purpose of the pres- 
ent review is primarily to point out the 
extent of revisions and additions found in 
the third. edition in order to determine 
whether they are sufficient to warrant pur- 
chase by a library which owns the second 
edition. The compiler has noted in the pref- 
ace that during the eight years since the 
publication of the second edition “enough 
new authors have come to prominence and 
enough previously established authors 
have issued significant books to warrant 
their inclusion in a revised edition. To 
bring this work up-to-date, eighty new 
entries have been added and substantial 
changes have been made in four hundred 
and eighty old entries.” Certain entries 
have been dropped or shortened so that 
the handbook contains the same number 
of pages as the second edition. 

Comparison of the second and third 
editions, entry by entry, for the letters 
A-G and W-Z, reveals 29 new biograph- 
ical sketches and 8 other new entries, to- 
gether with the addition of new informa- 
tion such as date of death or recently 
published titles for 127 entries. New bio- 
graphical sketches include novelists Nel- 
son Algren, Saul Bellow, Arna Bontemps, 
Paul Bowles, Truman Capote, Ralph Elli- 
son, Gore Vidal, Nathanael West, and 
Herman Wouk; poets W. H. Auden and 
Richard Eberhart; historian Bruce Cat- 
ton, and President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
In other parts of the volume, articles for 
Norman Mailer and New Criticism were 
found by random sampling. Other new 
non-biographical entries include the mag- 
azines American Quarterly and Arena and 
the Bollingen Prize in Poetry. 

It is apparent that additiong to articles 
are found chiefly.in biographical sketches 
of living authors when it is noted that the 
definitive editions of the collected poems 
and collected essays of John Peale Bishop, 
published posthumously, are omitted, 
while his earlier published volumes, now 
out of print, are retained. 

In order to fit the additional biograph- 
ical sketches and other new entries into 


the allotted space, 46 entries from the sec- 
ond edition have been dropped from the 
third edition in the letters A-G, W-Z. Of 
these, 6 are biographical sketches, 29 are 
titles of literary works, and the rest mis- 
cellaneous. Captain Jenks of the Horse 
Marines (p.115), for instance, is replaced 
by Truman Capote (p.115). Other articles 
have been retained, but shortened, e.g., 
Alice Adams, Ford, The, and American 
Philosophical Society. 

The typography of this stoutly and dur- 
ably bound volume is generally good; 
each entry stands out in bold type on the 
opaque paper. 

The Oxford Companion to American 
Literature continues to be a good general 
reference tool for both home and library 
use and is recommended. But there does 
not appear to be sufficient revision in the 
third edition to warrant its purchase by ` 
libraries which have the second edition 
and other sources of biographical and 
bibliographical information on younger 
writers, unless the convenience of having 
this information in one volume outweighs 
other factors. E

This dictionary is based on Webster’s 
New World Dictionary of the American 
Language, College Edition, which was re- 
viewed in the Subscription Books Bulletin 
for October 1953. In the Foreword, the 
editor states the purpose of this compact 
dictionary: “The editors are convinced 
thgt there are many professional and busi- 
ness people, secondary-school students, 
office workers, new speakers of English, 
and others who want a comprehensive and 
contemporary dictionary but who have less 
need for the extensive etymologies, highly 
technical terms, many rare and obsolete 
senses, and certain other features found in 
the College Edition. The editors are equal- 
ly convinced that complete and under- 
standable definitions, realistic pronuncia- 
tions, and an adequate word stock are 
essentials in any dictionary .... The result 
of these convictions is the Concise Edition, 
a dictionary of over 100,000 vocabulary 
entries, selected on the basis of how fre- 
quently they ocgur in contemporary news- 
papers, magazine’, and general books of 
fiction and nonfiction.” 

The publisher gtates on the jacket that 
this is “another in the series of Webster’s 
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Néw World Dictionaries, compiled by 
Wors permanent dictionary staff... .” 
The general editor, David B. Guralnik, 
was one of the two general editors of the 
Webster's New World Dictionary, College 
Edition. The names of 14 members of the 
editorial staff are given. 

Biographical names, geographical en- 
tries, foreign expressions, Biblical names, 
and abbreviations are all in the main al- 
phabet of this dictionary. Lists of words 
are included under such headings as 
plural and the prefixes non-, un-, and 
pan-. A “Guide to the Use of the Diction- 
ary” is located in the front of the book. 
This is much the same as that found in 
the College Edition, although it is slightly 
shortened and has different examples. The 
front end papers contain a “Key to Pro- 
-nunciation” and “Symbols and Language 
Abbreviations Used in the Etymologies.” 
Immediately preceding the main alphabet 
is another list of abbreviations and sym- 
bols. This list includes all those in the list 
on the end paper, as well as many more. 
The key to pronunciations is given at the 
bottom of each right-hand page through- 
out the dictionary as well as in the “Guide” 
and on the end paper. The end papers in 
the back contain a “Table of Alphabets” 
and ‘The Indo-European Family of Lan- 
guages.” This is the same as the end ga- 
pers in the College Edition. The appendix 
contains a list of common given names 
with their derivations; such a list was not 
included in the College Edition. The ap- 
pendix also contains a table of “Forms of 
Address,” “Tables of Weights and Meas- 
ures, and “Special Signs and Symbols.” 
All of these were found in the College 
Edition, although in slightly more detail. 

Pronunciation is indicated by a system 
of diacritical marks, similar to that used 
in the College Edition. The editor states: 
“The pronunciations here recorded are 
those of General American, the speech of 
the great majority of the inhabitants of 
the United States. As mapy variant pro- 
nunciations as space weld permit have 
been included, often in truncated, or short- 
ened, form; but artificia] ‘platform’ speech 
has been ignored.” 


Information concerning each vocabulary 
entry includes: syllabification, diacritical 
markings, part of speech, brief etymology, 
one or more definitions, special field in 
which word is used, and status of word if 
colloquial or obsolete. 

This dictionary appears to have many 
words of recent origin, such as coffee 
break, brainwash, H bomb, air coach, de- 
segregation, automation, mambo, video, 
flying saucer, and science fiction.

A limited number of biographical and 
geographical names are included. These 
are “the more important historical figures 
and places that one would most often meet 
up with in his general reading.” Cities of 
over 950,000 population in the United 
States with their 1950 census figures are 
included, as well as many foreign cites. 
Biographical entries are necessarily very 
brief, giving only the dates of birth and 
death and an identifying phrase. In- 
cluded are such names as Eisenhower, 
Einstein (death in 1955 indicated), 
Hoover, Truman, Nixon, Churchill, Nehru, 
Tito, Stalin, Rhee, Chiang Kai-shek, 
Kreisler, Stravinsky, Sibelius, T. S. Eliot, 


Ernest Hemingway, and Jonas Salk. Wil- . 


ham Faulkner and Pearl Buck, Nobel 
prize winners, are not included. 

The Concise Edition of this dictionary 
contains 100,000 entries, and the College 
Edition 142,000. On two pages of the 
Concise Edition there were 95 entries, 
whereas the College Edition had 259 en- 
tries in the same part of the alphabet.

Cdllege Edition as a heading and so 
counted as an entry were contained in the 
Concise Edition at the end of the definition 
of a variant form of the word, e.g., the 
Concise Edition contained mesmeric, mes- 
merically, mesmerist under the heading 
mesmerism, while the College Edition 
listed each as an entry. This example 
should emphasize the danger of placing 
too much reliance on the number of en- 
tries claimed by publishers of different 
dictionaries. Each publisher may have a 
different method of arranging entries and 
of counting them. 

The etymologies in the College Edition 
are more detailed than those in the Con- 
cise Edition, as would be expected. Also, 
the definitions are more detailed in the 
College Edition, for those words included 
- in both dictionaries. The Concise Edition 
contains no synonyms, whereas the Col- 
lege Edition does. 

The format of this dictionary is satis- 
factory. It is bound in brown cloth with 
the title in gold on the cover and on the 
spine. The two-column page is easily read. 
The 6-point type is clear, and the various 
type faces add to the ease of use. The 
pages of the Concise Edition are smaller 
than those of the College Edition. Many 
of the same illustrations are used in both 
dictionaries, but those in the Conaise 
Edition are smaller. The illustrations are 
black-and-white line drawings and are 
clear and appropriate. Those of animals 
and plants indicate the actual size, as in 
the College Edition and in The American 
College Dictionary, whereas Webster’s 
New Collegiate Dictionary uses reduction 
ratios. There are many more illustrations 
in the College Edition than in the Concise 


Edition, and the latter contains no maps’ 


while the former does.

In the following paragraphs these dic- 
tionaries are referred to by the name 
which is italicized in the list above. 

Of all these dictionaries the publishers 
claim the highest number of entries for 
the World Concise dictionary, 100,000. 
The Desk dictionary is next with 80,000, 
followed by the High School with 75,000, 
and the Everyday with 60,000. The small- 
est number of entries is claimed for the 
Student’s, 57,000. As stated in a preceding 
paragraph, the number of entries claimed 


can vary with the policy followed by the~- 


publisher, so that it is only a rough indi- 
cation of the size of the dictionary. For 
example, the number of entries between 
pulley and pump was counted in each of 
the dictionaries. They varied from 16 to 
21, with the Everyday having the lowest 
number and the High School the highest. 
However, the latter had listed as entries 
several words which the others had in- 
cluded in the definition or at the end of 
the definition of the basic word. Thus 
there was little, if any, more information 
in the High School, but there were more 
entries. 

The definitions and the number of 
meanings given for selected words were 
checked in the five dictionaries. The 
World Concise and the others were found 
to be adequate, although the Everyday 
seemed to have the least information. 

The World Concise compares favorably 
with other dictionaries in its price range. 
It contains etymologies and new words 
in the regular alphabet as do the High 
School and the Desk, while the Student’s 
has a separate section. The World Concise 
does not contain synonyms, nor does the 
Everyday. The High School and the Stu- 
dent’s both have synonyms, while the Desk 
lists them without any explanations of the 
differences in meanings. Maps are con- 
tained in only the High School.

Bird homes. Encyclopædia Britannica

Examples of the wide variety of nests and 
nesting sites used by representative birds are 
described and are illustrated in particular by 
contrasts of construction from the warbler’s 
neat and sturdy type to the tern’s simple de- 
pression in the sand. The many sequences 
using close-up photography show the con- 
struction of the nests and the size, color, and 
the number of eggs and also reveal some of 
the habits of birds in their natural habitats. 
Intended for use with younger audiences but 
also of value to all nature study groups and 
those interested in bird lore. 


Leonardo da Vinci, his intentions. Pic- 
tura. 1957. 21min. $190. 


One of three 16mm films made from the 
35mm film Leonardo da Vinci: man of mys- 
tery commercially released in 1952. This is a 
fascinating study of the inventive genius of 
Da Vinci and his ability to use theory to vis- 
ualize machines that are being realized today. 
In explaining the breadth of his ideas the film 
shows his appreciation of mechanical devices, 
his studies in bird flight and wind and water 
power, and his anticipation of various air- 
craft, firearms, and civic planning. The de- 
velopment of these ideas is traced in original 
sketches with animation. Good reproduction 
of the sketches, an excellent pt, and a 
suitable musical background add to the effec- 
tiveness of the film. 


Ocean tides. Encyclopædia Britannica 
Films. 1956. 14min. $62.50; color, $125. 


The influence of the moon and the sun on 
ocean tides is simply and clearly 1llustrated by 
animation which shows the gravitational pull 
that causes the tides of varyigg degrees from 
season to season. The tides in the Bay of | 
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Fundy, where the world’s greatest range of 
tides occurs, are as examples and are 
described by excellent photography well inte- 
grated with informative narration. The phe- 
nomena of the tidal bore in the Petitcodiac 
River and the reversing rapids in the Saint 
John’s river are treated in detail. This dis- 
cussion of tides is nontechnical and the sub-~ 
ject matter is of interest to a wide range of

Walt Whitman: background for his works.

Photographs, old charts, and maps are used 
in addition to re-created scenes to tell the 
story of the life of Whitman. Among the ex- 
periences singled out as influences on his 
writing are those of his early childhood in 
the country, young manhood in New York 
City, and a trip to New Orleans which helped 
give him an appreciation of the vastness of 

3 country. er sequences portray the sur- 
prise and disgust with which his poetry— 
which he had himself handprinted—was re- 

ceived and the marked effect on him of the 
` pardships and suffering of men during the 
Civil War. Whitman is seen as living in a 
period of great change in the US., much of 
it reflected in the successive editions of 
Leaves of grass. He is also seen as a man 
who, in spite of the appellation Good Gray 
Poet, was never fully accepted during his 
lifetime. While the film is not a comprehen- 
sive study of Whitman’s life it is, within 
limits, a helpful introduction to the man and 
his major work Leaves of grass.

- American students in this field. Its com- 


piler has also edited Twentieth Century 
Modern Language Teaching, Dictionary of 
Foreign Words and Phrases, and Diction- 
ary of Science and Technology in English, 
French, German, Spanish. Since there is 
no other dictionary of Spanish literature 


.in English, the compiler has drawn on 
Bleiberg’s Diccionario de literatura es- 


pandia (2a ed., Madrid, 1953) and from 
standard histories of Spanish literature 
such as Romera-Navarro, Rio, Northup; 
Boggs, and others. 

' Examination of the first 479 entries in 
the letters A-C reveals 295 see references; 
79 biographies exclusive of hispanists; 48 
definitions of terms; 19 descriptions of 


‘novels, dramas, and other literary titles; 


16 biographies of hispanists in the United 
States; 6 abbreviations; 5 literary charac- 


‘ters; 5 literary genres; 4 associations and 


institutions, and 2 journals, The average 
length of articles is about 16 lines, though 
they range from 1 to 90 lines according to 
the importance of the entry. 

From the above it is apparent that the 
compiler uses see’ references liberally, 
many of them being titles of works and 
variant forms. of authors’ names or of 
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® 
terms, which refer to appropriate author 
tntries. Others are for smaller aspects of a 
subjeet which are referred to a larger 
subject. Sample checking discloses no 
blind see references though one of them 
refers the user to another see reference. 
. The usefulness of this volume to stu- 
dents depends on the judgment of the 
compiler in deciding on what to include 
in so brief a treatment, on the amount of 
material not readily available elsewhere, 
and on the extent of bibliographic citation. 

The biographical sketches of writers are 
usually quite brief and include comment 
on the author’s life and writing, listing 
only the author’s outstanding works, with 
place and date of publication given in 
some cases, date of publication only in 
others. Many modern Spanish Americans 
are included and, on the whole, modern 
writers predominate, though oddly a 
number were omitted who were consid- 
ered important enough to be included in 
the Columbia Dictionary of Modern Euro- 
pean Literature. Much fuller critical 
treatment of authors is given in the latter 
volume though there is little duplication 
in the added -references found in both 
volumes. 

Biographical sketches of hispanists are 
even more briefly treated and are pre- 
dominantly of living Americans. Based on 
personal data sheets supplied by the 
scholars, they give teaching positions*held 
and selected works, though not in detail. 
Many of the scholars have held office in 
the American Association of Teachers of 
Spanish. 

Next in frequency after biography are 
the definitions of terms which vary in 
length from a few lines to half a page, the 
longer ones giving reference to sources of 
further information. One third of those 
sampled are found in the compiler’s 
Dictionary of Foreign Words and Phrases, 
where in almost every case they are even 
more briefly treated than in the Diction- 
ary of Spanish Literature. 

Information given on associations and 
journals follows no pattern, and no effort 
is made to give such directory information 
as headquarters address or place of publi- 
cation. In some cases, ‘entries for journals 


are only see references, and evidently are

Spanish; American titles listed in the sev- 
enth edition of Ulrich’s Periodicals Direc- 
tory in the sections on literary periodicals 
and political reviews and on literature 
and philology are found in Newmark.

Format is acceptable as far as legibility 
of type is concerned but the binding will 
not stand up under frequent use and the 
inner margin is a little narrow for rebind- 
ing. 

The brevity of treatment necessary in a 
one~volume handbook such as this, to- 
gether with the omission of some authors 
in order to include living American his- 
panists, limits the reference use of the 
Dictionary of Spanish Literature to some 


extent. The inconsistency and scant cov- | 


erage of journals and‘ associations is also 
a weak point. But since there is no other 
dictionary of Spanish literature in English 
and since the compiler has consulted 
reputable sources, it brings together in- 
formation on authors and titles not so 
readily available elsewhere in English. 
Because of this the Dictionary of Spanish 
Literature is recommended for college and 
general reference collections as a con- 
venient starting point for investigation in 
the field of Spanish and Spanish-American 
literature.

The New Funk & Wagnalls Encyclopedia, 
states that this is a “scholarly” encyclo- 
pedia, that it is “for home and family use,” 
and that it can be purchased “on a vol- 
ume-by-volume basis.” He also accounts 
for the elimination of 11 volumes from the 
earlier encyclopedia: “entire articles of 
relatively small importance [are deleted], 
leaving all the weightiest subjects intact. 
Thus you will find few separate articles 


on unimportant towns, or on geographical ` 


locations which are not political entities 
... few biographies of comparatively un- 
important people—minor statesmen, ge- 
ographers, inventors, musicians. Deleted 
are the synopses of operas, plots of liter- 
ary works, lesser-known legends and 
legendary figures.” In addition he adds 
‘that many articles have undergone still 
further revision, that all articles are as up 
to date as the time of printing permits, 
and that, in quest of the same up-to-date- 
ness, many new articles have been added.” 
Statistically he states that it contains 
“nearly ten thousand double-columned 
pages, nearly six million words in more 
than thirty thousand separate articles.” 
No articles in volume one are signed. 
Acknowledgment is made in the Foreword 
to “several hundred editors, writers, and 
researchers,’ and a consulting board of 
“several hundred more outside experts,”

Abbreviations Used is given following the 
Foreword with a note: “The official ab- 
breviations for the States of the Union are 
used throughout. For academic degrees, 
see article Degree, Academic. Other ab- 
breviations or contractions are self- 
explanatory.” . 

Numerous instances of recent factual 
data appear in this volume. For example, 
in the article on Africa, the activities of 


the Mau Mau tribesmen are briefly de- ` 


scribed from 1952 to January 1955; in the 
same article the problems faced at the 
Asian~African Conference in Bandung in 
1955 are noted; in the biography of Marian 
Anderson mention is made of her debut 
at the Metropolitan Opera House in Jan- 
uary 1955; and in the article on Antarctic 
Exploration the project of 39 nations par- 
ticipating in the International Geophysical 
Year (1957-58) is discussed. 
, There are, however, also evidences of 
omissions and lack of wup-to-dateness. 
Although American Literature and Amer- 
ican Music are discussed in separate arti- 
cles, there is no comparable article on 
American Art or American Architecture. 
In the article on Architecture, only about 
ten lines are devoted to American styles 
of building previous to the nineteenth 
century. About one and one-fourth col- 
umns, including an illustration of Rocke- 
feller Center, are devoted to modern 
architecture in the United States. There 
is, though, a general note: “For further 
information, see separate headings on 
various styles of architecture mentioned 
in this article, respective countries, or 
names of buildings.” 

Fourteen illustrations of American au- 
thors are included in the ten and one- 
half pages on American Literature. This 
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is a summary survey of the various 


| writers and kinds of writing from colonial 


days. In enumerating representative 
writers of the twentieth century, one is 
also referred to their individual biograph- 
ical sketches where information on career 
is given, and additional writings listed. 
The author of the most recently pub- 
lished work of fiction cited in the list of 
novelists and short-story writers is Her- 
man Wouk (The Caine Mutiny published 
in 1951); the following authors are omit- 
ted: John Hersey, Norman Mailer, A. B. 
Guthrie, Jr. (Pulitzer Prize winner, 1950), 
Irving Stone, James A.,Michener, and 
Truman Capote. Death of a Salesman 
(1949) by Arthur Miller is the latest pub- 
lished play to be included; the Pulitzer 
Prize winner, William M. Inge, is not 
listed. Poetic works published in 1946 by 


_ Merriam, Taggard, Van Doren, and Wil- 


liams are listed, but nothing of more re- 
cent date. In the list of essayists and 
critics the most recently published work 
is Matthiessen’s American Renaissance 
published in 1941. There is no mention of 
such critics as Malcolm Cowley, Lionel 
Trilling, or Edmund Wilson. In history, 
Commager’s The American Mind (1950) 
is. the latest publication listed; omitted 
are such historians as Claude Bowers, 
Bruce Catton, George Dangerfield, Paul 
Horgan, and Oscar Handlin (the latter 
four were Pulitzer Prize winners in his- 
tory from 1952 to 1955). 

There are no lists of references giving 
additional readings included in even the 
longer articles. References are sometimes 
made to published works within articles, 
especially the biographies of authors. In 
an article, such as American Literature, 
works by representative authors are cited 
and identified only by publication date 
and number of volumes (if more than 
one). 

As a means of checking comprehensive- 
ness of scope, Universal Standard Ency- 
clopedia was compared with Columbia 
Encyclopedia (1950), a one-volume en- 
cyclopedia. Under the words beginning 
with the letters AD, AI, and AP, 161 en- 
tries (excluding cross references) were 
counted in Universal; 297 entries in

' The majority of the articles in the 
Universal Standard Encyclopedia are 
short, many being a paragraph in length, 
especially in the identification of battles, 
organizations and societies, places, legend- 
ary characters, and persons. The follow- 
ing subjects are cited to indicate length 
of some of the longer articles: Advertising 
(2 pages), Africa (114%), Agriculture (5), 
Airplane (7), America, North (12), Amer- 
wean Indians (11), Architecture (4), 
Archeology (7), Argentina (10). One or 
more illustrations are included in this 
pagination. 

The 1950 census population figures gen- 
erally appear to have been used in the 
articles on cities in the United States; a 
more recent date is specified for the figure 
in a few cases. No sources for statistical 
data are given. Figures for the popula- 
tion of foreign places differ in some in- 
stances from those given in sources such 
as The Statesman’s Year-book and The 
World Almanac, 

A World Atlas, which consists of 16 
pages of colored maps of continents and 
countries of both Western and Eastern 
Hemispheres, copyrighted by C. S. Ham- 
mond and Company, is inserted in volume 
one, within the article on American 
Music. Boundary lines show postwar ter- 
ritorial changes. A check of coverage of 
the mapped areas reveals that the North 
Pole appears on two maps, but there is no 
map in the atlas showing the South Pole. 
A one-page index to the atlas has limited 
reference value. Some areas of the world 
are listed only as groupings in the index, 
for example, England and Wales, French 
Equat. & West Africa, Indochina and In- 
donesia, Israel and Jordan, Iran and Iraq. 
A few countries are omitted in the index, 
such as Liechtenstein, Luxemburg, Mon- 
aco, San Marino, and there is uneven 
coverage of other places, e.g., the Pacific 
Ocean appears in the index, but not the 
Atlantic, Arctic, or Indian Oceans, and 
Aden, a Crown Colony, is included but 
not Cyprus. 

Black-and-white illustrations are in or 
near the articles to which they relate. 
Many are poorly reprdduced, blurred, in- 


distinct, and dark in color. The lack of 
plates and colored illustrations, except for 
the frontispiece and maps, detracts from 
the general appearance of the volume. 
Topics on a page stand out distinctly. The 
binding appears to be durable but the 
cloth cover is not holding up well in: the 
review copy. 


In the Foreword the editor states that — 


this is a “scholarly” encyclopedia, and yet 
it has been noted that no articles are 
signed, no list of contributing editors is 
given, no bibliographies are appended to 
articles, and the longest article in the 
volume is only 12 pages in length, and in 
this article eight illustrations are included 
in the pagination. 

The low cost of this encyclopedia and 
the considerable amount of factual infor- 
mation will appeal to many families who 


are seeking an encyclopedia in the lower . 


price range. From the examination of 
volume one, however, those who demand 
comprehensiveness and dependability of 
coverage, scholarly, detailed information 
carefully documented, and consistent up- 
to-dateness in all subject fields will find 
that they will have to consult other 
sources.

been interpreted broadly. Along with arti- 
cles on pure chemistry will be found in- 
formation on chemical processes and 
materials, topics from such related sciences 
as chemical engineering and metallurgy, 
- and such “borderline subjects” as chemical 
economics. In every instance, subjects are 
treated from a chemical point of view. 
The encyclopedia also includes many biog- 
raphies of famous chemists who are no 
longer living and concise information on 
the history and organization of numerous 
private research institutions and scientific 
societies. All articles are signed and the 
authors have been carefully chosen for 
their knowledge of the subjects. The list 
of Contributing Authors on pages iii-xiv 
indicates the industry or institution with 
which each person is identified. 

The book is intended for the use of 
“the multitude of chemists, physicists, 
engineers, biologists, research workers, 
teachers and students who comprise the 
^ scientific population of the world.” The 
articles. necessarily vary in length, the 
shortest\fournd being Fire Point (5 lines) 
and the longest. Organic Chemistry (814 
pages), but the miajority of them are one 
or two columns in length. The editors have 
generally succeeded in their aim to keep 
the language such that it is not too techni- 
cal for the person with only an elementary 
knowledge of chemistry. Bibliographies 
are rare, appearing only in such articles 
as Chemical Litérature and Chemical 
Terminology where they are incorporated 
into the article. - 

The text is arranged alphabetically in 
two „col per page.

An extensive alphabetical inde” occu- 

pies pages 1007-1037, giving page refer- - 
ences to complete articles and to sections 
of articles. The index will be consulted 
chiefly to find subjects not given separate 
entries in the text, but it is not always as 
helpful as could be desired. For example 
about half of the four-page article Fibers, 
Synthetic is devoted to rayon, and the rest 
of the article to the synthesized fibers such 
as nylon, Orlon, and Dacron. There are 14 
page references under rayon in the index, 
but nylon, Orlon, and Dacron are repre: 
sented only under polyamides, polyacryl- 


ics, and polyesters. Eight entries in the - 


index begin with the word synthetic but 
there is no reference among them to “syn- 
thetic fibers.” It is necessary to consult 
fibers where a subheading synthetic lists 
15 different page references, one of which 
is to the article Fibers, Synthetic. l 

Though there is a wide scope of sub- 
jects and in general they are well chosen, 
a few omissions were noticed. The book 
jacket suggests “a wealth of information 
is contained here for those who seek to 
understand current scientific events by 
referring to such topics as atomic power. 
... There is no article entitled “Atomic 
power” and no such entry in the index. 
The only information seems to be included 
in the article Nuclear Reactors. It is diffi- 
cult to understand why certain United ` 
States government agencies were selected 
for inclusion and others were omitted. 
There are articles on the Bureau of Mines, 
the Food and Drug Administration, and 
the National Institutes of Health (the first 
two under U, the third under N), yet the 
Atomic Energy Commission is represented 
only by its Ames Laboratory and the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards is not included 
at all. 

Information in articles appears to be up 
to date. Experimental detection of the 
neutrino in June, 1956, iẹ reported. An 
editor’s note appended to.Nerve Gases 
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gives the latest’ information on antidotes 
as repọrted in Chemical and Engineering 
News of March 20, 1956. Several articles 
show evidence of information not avail- 
able before 1955. 

The type is rather small for easy, 
lengthy reading, but it is clear and leg- 
ible. Page numbers placed at the top inner 
margin are small and difficult to read un- 
less the book is lying open on a flat sur- 
face. The binding is strong; inner margins 
are too narrow for rebinding. The gray 
buckram binding has maroon~stamped 
spine labels with title and editors’ names 
stamped over them in gold. The maroon 
rubs off in handling. Illustrations are 
scarce. 

The Encyclopedia of Chemistry contains 
a wealth of accurate, up-to-date informa- 
tion on chemistry and related subjects. It 
is recommended for university, college, 
and large publie libraries.

In the six foreign language columns in 
Part II, the gender of nouns is given and 
there are occasional page references to 
the grammars in Part II. At the end of 
the alphabetical portion of Part II are 
special lists including cardinal and ordinal 
numbers, days of the week, months, and 
common first names. 

|, Part II, Other Languages... to English, 
. is in six major sections, one for each for- 
eign language. Each of these sections in- 
cludes a brief explanatory headnote, large- 
ly on pronunciation; an alphabetical list of 
the foreign words that were used in trans- 
lating the original English list, with pro- 
nunciation and English translation; special 
lists duplicating those in Part II but add- 
ing pronunciation; useful expressions of 
the sort commonly found in language 
guides for travelers; a brief reference 
grammar of the language; and fuller dis- 
cussion of pronunciation. The editors 
rightly stress the importance of having a 
grammar available with the dictionary and 
have provided references by number in 
the main word lists to similarly inflected 
words in the grammar. Thus opprimere 
(26) in the Italian word list means that 
this verb is conjugated similarly to com- 
primere, number 26 among the irregular 
conjugations in the Italian grammar. The 
grammars show a considerable expansion 
since the first edition, in which the treat- 
ment of everything but verbs was very 
sketchy for some of the languages. The 
various language lists in Part TI are 
arranged in the order of the English al- 
phabet rather than according to the prac- 
tice of the language concerned. This fact 
is noted for Swedish (p.1940) but not for 
Spanish, which also has distinctive alpha- 
betization, ” 

The method of indicating pronunciation 


$ 
in Part II follows that developed for the, 
United States Army language manuals 
during World War II, using a reselling 
made up so far as possible of English 
words or syllables which can be pro- 
nounced in only one way. Accented sylla- 
bles are printed in small capitals. Thus 
German meistens is pronounced MICE- 
tenss and Italian acciaio, aht-cHAH-yoh. 
Only the umlaut and ligature are used as 
special symbols, and the meaning of these 
and of special combinations such as kh is 
explained in the relevant headnotes. There 
is no claim that this system can impart a 
pronunciation perfect in all its nuances, 
but only that it will provide a reasonable 
and understandable approximation. 

In attempting to evaluate the usefulness 
of the Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary several fundamental points must 
be considered. First of all, is the choice of 
languages the best that could have been 
made? Those chosen are said to be repre- 
sentative of the largest population groups 
and in widest international usage, but re- 
stricted to the Western world. The reasons 
for the latter restriction are not explained; 
it would seem that Russian would have 
been of wider generál interest than 
Swedish or Yiddish. With the choice of 
French, German, Italian, and Spanish 
there can be no quarrel. If number of 
spegkers were the prime consideration 
among Western languages, Portuguese 
should have been included; but the 
editors may have felt that greater diversity 
in language groups would be desirable. 
The same factor may have eliminated 
Dutch, whose numerical claims are, how- 
ever, not so overpowering as those of 
Portuguese. The number of Yiddish speak- 
ers has declined, owing to the tragic events 
of the last 20 years. Yiddish does have a 
claim because of its peculiarly interne: 
tional status. The editors state that to 
their knowledge, “this is the first ti 
Yiddish words have appeared in diction- 
ary form in Roman characters so that they 
are understandable to all who read Eng- 
lish.” There is ng universally accepted 
way of transliterating Yiddish; in fact, the 
1954 and 1956 editions are very markedly 


different in the “systems used. While

‘Romanization of Yiddish will be useful 
for those who hear Yiddish expressions 
spoken, or run across them in English text, 
at the same time the work provides no 


bridge to regular printed Yiddish. (The 
Hebrew alphabet which appears in a table 


on page 42 of the New Practical Standard 
Dictionary can be almost wholly dis- 
counted in this regard, since it does not 
explain the specialized use in Yiddish of 
several of the Hebrew letters.) 

A second group of questions revolves 
around the adequacy of the foreign vocab- 
ularies and particularly the limitation, or 
near limitation, of the foreign words listed 
in Part II. to those used in translating 
the English words in Part II. The basic 
selection of words in English seems to be 
good, Extensive improvements, especially 
in differentiation of senses, are noticeable 
in the 1956 edition. However, it is curious 
that one of the most familiar examples of 
different senses of the same word in Eng- 
lish being rendered by different words in 
other languages is still omitted. Though 
two senses of the word time are included, 
the one represented by French fois or 
Spanish vez is not, with the result that 
fois does not appear in the French alpha- 
betical list, and vez is in the Spanish only 
as part of an idiom, de vez en cuando. 
Yet according to A Grouped-Frequency 
French Word List, by Michael Westeand 
Otto F'. Bond, fois is the twelfth most com- 
monly used noun in the French language. 
This is an extreme example, but other 
consequences of insufficient attention to 
word frequencies in other languages are 
readily found upon checking even short 
selections from other frequency lists. A 
samplé of only 20 words from a group that 
should be above the middle in usage in a 
group of 6,400 according to the French 
Whrd Book of Vander Beke turns up the

English list. All in all it seems fair to say 
that the person trying to translate foreign 
texts with the aid of Part TI will have 
heavy going, in part because of the rela- 
tive brevity of the lists but perhaps even 
more because the foreign lists have not 
been checked against lists of common 
words in the various languages to be sure 
that all the really common ones are ins 
cluded.

A final basic question concerns the ` 


actual usefulness of a work of this type. 
Even if the last criticism expressed above 
is remedied in later editions, a list of 6,400 
or even 10,000 words is still a small dic- 
tionary, not large enough for a library or 
the serious student of a given language. 
True, there is a considerable convenience 
factor in having six languages (and six 
grammars) in one desk book, but today’s 
librarian would surely want Russian 
among the six, and the format is rather 
large for a desk book. Though the Yiddish 
section has been criticized above, it is 
probably true that the Romanized Yiddish 
and perhaps the Yiddish grammar in Eng- 
lish would be the only real addition to 


the resources of most libraries that this . 


work would provide. 

However, the purposes quoted near the 
beginning of this review show that the 
publishers conceive of this as an educa- 
tional work for home use rather than as 
a library reference work. It is as a means 
of popularizing language study, and at the 
same time providing elementary language 
reference facilities to people who would 
probably not buy them separately, that 
the Britannica World Language Dictionary 
must make its best claim. 

Since the Britannica Werld Language 
Dictionary is at present offered only in a 


combined edition with Funk & Wagnalls _ 
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New Practical Standard Dictionary, a few 
swords about .the latter -are - necessary. 
Without the World Language Dictionary, 
the New Practical Standard was last listed 
in its 1946 edition in the Cumulative Book 
“Vater. 1949-52, in one-volume form at $15 
. and in two volumes at $25. Comparison 

with a 1956 Funk & Wagnalls New College 
Standard Dictionary which sells for $5.50 
shows that the New Practical Standard is 
similar though not identical in content, 
but enlarged in format by a photographic 
process. Both works are based on the same 
original type setting but have had differ- 
ent revisions and different arrangement 
into pages. In total number of lines in the 
main alphabet, the Practical is about 9 
per cent larger than the College; but the 
-difference in number of entries seems to 
be even less significant, about 150,000 for 
the Practical versus 145,000 for the College, 
neither having quite one third of the num- 
ber in Funk & Wagnalls New Standard 
Dictionary, 460,000 entries, which sells for 
$35. Whether the larger type size of the 
Practical, which is achieved at the expense 
of crispness and blackness, is an improve- 
ment on the College depends on individual 
preference. 

Made up as it is of two quite different 
elements, Funk & Wagnalls New Practical 
Standard Dictionary, Britannica World 
Language Edition, is not a unified whole 
typographically. The clean-appearing print 
in Parts I and III is a pleasant contrast 
to the poorer quality of Part I. The format 
is otherwise satisfactory. Parts II and IH 
are thumb-indexed. 

The Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary is an interesting new work of 
commendable purpose, not yet perfected 
in execution. Since it is offered only in 
combination with another work at a high 
price, the Committee withholds recom- 
mendation.

This month the films have been 
reviewed by Virginia M. Beard, Cleveland 
(Ohio) Public Library; Karline Brown, Pub- 
lic Library of Cincinnati (Ohto) and Hamil- 
ton County; and Ida Goshkin, Akron (Ohio) 
Public Library. All films are 16mm sound and 
are black and white unless otherwise indi- 
cated, 


Anger at work. Univ. of Oklahoma, Dis-. 
tributor: International Film Bureau. 1956. 
21min, $125. 
This mental health film explains some of the 
more common misplacements of anger and 
suggests techniques for controlling it. The 
film opens in a drafting room and asks the 
question: What is a “headache switch’? It 
is a trick we all use when we transfer our 
resentment or anger from one person and 
situation to another person and situation. 
Cases in point in the film are Ed Wilson, a 
draftsman whose drawing is ruined when his 
superior smudges it with his dirty hand; Car- 
ter, Ed’s superior, a victim of ulcers and a 
nagging wifa who seemingly telephones him 
every hour op the hour; Mrs. Nugent, a typist 
who thinks her headaches come from typing 
and fails to recognize jealousy as the root of 
her problem; Tony Luciano, a good press- 
man, whose resentment over his son’s arrest 
by the police causes him to be careless on the 
job ai lose a hand; and O’Shea, a former 
football star. who makes selling a game and 
the customer the opposing team. Frank Mce- 
Coy, an oldster and one of Ed's co-workers, 
convinces Ed that pulling the old “headache 
switch” isn’t too smart. Ed profits by Frank’s 
advice and learns both sensible and foolish 
ways of controlling his resentment and anger. 
Despite the multiple characters and situa- 
tions, this is a well~coordinated film. Ad- 
dressed primarily to business and industry 
but any grcup of workers with personnel 
roblems will find its message and advice 
elpful and constructive. 


Boy with a knife. Dudley Pictures Corp. 
for Greater Los Angeles Community 
Chest.

A case history from the Los Angeles Youth 
Service Agency files shows the work of the 
agency with a gang of disturbed teen-agers. 
Each of the boys represents a different home 
roblem which has created a hostile and de- 
ensive aggressiveness. While the group 
worker tries to help each find his way to 
emotional security, the film’s focus is on one 
member of the gang. Unhappy with his meek, 
undemonstrative father and his antagonistic 
stepmother this boy is in need of help to d 
velop confidence and a feeling of belongin 
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He has substituted carrying a switch-blade 
knife for the love he cannot find at home. 
The caseworker establishes a neighborhood 
club as a step toward bringing greater se- 
curity to each of the boys and his attempts 
to help the boys demonstrate the patience, 
skill, and understanding needed for construc- 
“tive work with one juvenile delin- 
quents. Good aduit discussion material for 
parents and caseworkers on family relation- 
ships and adolescent attitudes. A discussion 
leader or consultant will make the film more 
meaningful. 


Three of our children, Narrated by James 
‘Mason. United Nations Children’s Fund. 
1957. 30min. $75. 


Develops the theme that all children are our 
concern. The work of the United Nations 
Children’s Fund is described through three 
cases in three different countries, In the first, 
Maria, a Greek school girl, is very ill. The 
UNICEF health team discovers she has polio 
and she is taken to a hospital, then to a re- 
habilitation center where she is taught to 
walk and to work with other children. Next, 
in Nigeria, the son of a chief learns that he 
has leprosy. After being helped by the health 
team he becomes so interested in the work 
of the medical men that he asks to join them 
to find out what UNICEF is doing. The last 
case concerns a young woman of the Philip- 
ines who fears childbirth. UNICEF's school 
or midwives, with its training in sanitation 
and modern methods, is shown. The young 
mother is persuaded to go to a clinic where she 
has a strong, healthy baby. The film is 
recommended for its excellent picture of the 
world-wide work of UNICEF; narration and 
photography are good and the musical back- 
ground adds much to the film.
